I am still uncertain whether to 
cheer or groan at the amipunce- 
ment that yet another post- 16 
examination, this time the Cer- 
tificate of Pre Vocational Education, is 
to come into being. Now don't get me 
wrong. 1 am currently enjoying vefy 
much teaching a group of 15-ycar-olcfs 
on a prevocational course, and I am 
every bit as capable of standing up and 
proclaiming the need for a lean, 
sinewy, imaginative, industrious, tech- 
nologically white hot, work force, and 
all that glob, with the best of them; it is 
just that 1 am not sure how the heady 
nopes will translate into practice. 

L try to think, of myself sitting down 
with a group of teachers and actually 
planning the assessment for such a 
prevocational award. It raises so much 
doubt in the mind, not the least of 
which is pre-what-kind-of- vocation (he 
pupils' education is actually supposed 
to be. 

Perhaps the etymology of the word 
“vocation", with its assumption that it 


problem. Much of the current litera- 
ture suggests that “vocational" in con- 
temporary educational jargon is more 
about horny-handed jobs than, say, 
being a vicar. I have known an excel- 
lent plumber or two over the years, but 
not even the most worthy, to my 


knowledge, ever confessed of a burn- 
ing mission to instal new taps or 
unblock toilets. The only “calling’ as 
such was from frantic customers ankle 
deep in effluent. 

Tn a society where unemployment 
has become structural rather than 
cyclical it would be much easier if one 
were stuck with the original notion of 
a vocation. After all, if your class is full 
of children apparently impelled to- 
wards their career by some higher 
authority, helpless to resist, and then 
no job materializes, people could 
hardly blame the school or even the 
Government. Prepare pupils for non- 
existent secretarial or micro-electro- 
nics jobs, however, and the balloon 
goes up. 

There are several other problems. 
As more and more of the professional 
jobs require degree-level entry even to 
commence training, what is left for 16 
to 17-year-old novices lends to be at a 
modest level. There will not be too 
many prevocational courses at this 
stage for would-be barristers, 
architects, accountants, teachers, 
surgeons or bishops, and once a course 
is seen as being elementary, strictly for 
the rest, then it only has second or 
third-class status, what one Further 
Education Unit paper calls “intellec- 
tual apartheid”. At least half the 
nation's pupils, who, like the others.

He called for an end to “current 
methods of apprentice train mg”, and 
maintained that a theoretically-based 
exploration or schools as institutions 
would provide a sounder grasp of the 
wider aspects of a teacher's job than 
merely increasing the amount of time 
spent in schools. 

On the suggestion that teacher train- 
ors and- classroom teachers should 
swap jobs, he said, “This is merely a 
displacement activity. Cooperation 
among tutors, teachers and students 
jointly . exploring or improving 
teaching will do far more to enhance 
the effectiveness of teacher training 
than switching tutors and teachers in 
and out of schools and colleges.”

Tlie Green Paper on Parental Influ- 
ence at School (page 5) is the latest 
instalment of the Government’s man- 
ifesto policies relating to parental 
involvement in the education system. 
Taken together with other changes on 
choice of school and the provision of 
information, and the start which has 
already been made on reforming 
school governors, this is another 
dramatic attempt to signal the Govern- 
ment's devotion to consumerism in 
education. 

It is also another step along the 
Taylor line, though it elevates parents 
to the majority position on governing 
bodies and excludes altogether repre- 
sentatives specifically chosen from the 
local ‘‘community", except in so far as 
these arc present among the l.c.a.. 
representatives or the parents. There 
is, surprisingly, no provision for an 
employers' representative on each 
governing body: it is hoped that the 
elected parents will include someone 
who can express the employers' view. 

No doubt this will be one of many 
points raised during the consultative 
period. The determination to keep 
parents in a majority - while keeping 
the size of governing bodies for the 
largest schools down (o 19 (which is 
quite large enough) - limits the range 
of interests which can be represented. 
The new scheme would greatly reduce 
the patronAge of local political parlies 
who will no longer be able to distribute 
seats on governing bodies as Green 
Sheilds stamps for loyal supporters. 
This must be a good thing .even if there j 
is no guarantee that parents will, in all 
cases, do a better job. The Paper 
recognises the- need for a training 
programme which Le.a.s will have to 
set up at their own expense. 

If parents are to be in a majority, 
with no assurance for the local 
authority that their political nominees 
are in charge, then the precise powers 
of the governors, vls-a-vis the l.c.a., 
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will need to be scrutinized very closely. 
Even now it is not unusual for gov- 
ernors to get at loggerheads with their 
local authority: how much more so if 
independence is to be enshrined in the 
articles of government. 

The Paper gives governors well- 
defined functions in selection of head 
teachers, and makes them responsible 
for drawing up the statement of cur- 
ricular aims each school will have to 
provide. It is also clear that all respon- 
sibilities in relation to the curriculum 
will have to be exercised within the 
guidelines determined by the DES 
and the l.c.a. and also without infring- 
ing the professional jurisdiction of the 
head and staff. For much of the time it 
will come down to advising, warning, 
inquiring and gingering the l.e.a. on 
the one hand and the teaching staff on 
the other. As now, it will be most 
effective and fruitful when it takes the 
form of a powerful alliance with the 
hqad and the staff in support of the 
school, reinforcing an agreed set of 
policies and com paign trig for them 
against all-comers, including the l.e.a. 
and the DES. But if everything is now 
to be clarified, extreme cases will have 
to be defined and, in extremis, it is 
unlikely that the governors will acquire 
much more real power though they 
may acquire more influence and credi- 
bility. 

From the point of view of most 
schools, the most important thing will 
be for the teaching staaff to be enabled 
to get on with their job and for 
governors to give them effective back- 
ing. Sir Keith also sees governors as 
watchdogs to keep the teachers up to 
the mark - he is always haunted by 
delinquent teachers. 

When things got out of hand at 
William Tyndale school in north Lon- 
don In 1974 under the. old regime, it 
was the local managers who raised the 
alarm. The trouble was that they had 
difficulty in getting a sufficiently 
energetic response from the ILEA 
administrators or the ILEA politi- 
cians.

But a number of l.c.a.s (of 
which the Government’s bete noire 
across Westminster Bridge is only one) 
are seeking to develop authority-wide 
curriculum initiatives in. for example, 
multi-ethnic education and equal 
opportunities. It looks as if it would be 
up to governors and heads to decide 
how much notice to take of such 
policies. 

Heads and teaching staff could be 
caught in the cross-fire between politi- 
cally-committed l.e.a.s and zealous 
inspectors and organizers on the one 
hand, and reinvigorated, parent-con- 
trolled governors on the other. 

The Green Paper seems to take 
discipline and corporal punishment 
out of the hands of the l.e.a. and give 
these matters to the governors, and 
particularly, to the head. But it is 
understood that all this is contingent 
on what action the Government even- 
tually takes on the discussion paper 
already circulated as a result of the 
Strasbourg decision.

Is Sir Keith right to press home his 
attack on the unrestricted tenure rights 
which some dons enjoy under universi- 
ty statutes?

The teachers’ 
withdrawal of goodwill means that 
they have disclaimed the normal re- 
sponsibility for what happens on the 
premises which, following the letter of 
the law, requires them to forsake the 
comforts of the staffroom.

Meanwhile, outside Joseph-land, 
the focus of the NAS/UWT action, 
members of the National Union of 
Teachers have begun the first of their 
tbree-day strikes.

But their anger remains buried be-

"Our trouble is that we are too 
nice", says one young woman teacher 
as the audience files quietly out to 
leaflet the citizens of Leeds. 

Unlike the miners’ strike, which has 
thrown the surrounding area into tur- 
moil,, the teachers’ action remains 
largely invisible. 

There are no massed pickets - no 
pickets at all - and no unbending lines 
of policemen. Only drifting knots of 
schoolchildren mark its arrival.

Legend has it that most people can 
remember where they were on the day 
that President Kennedy was assassin- 
ated or when England won the World 
Cup. 

For teachers and education journal- 
ists the same can be said of the 
announcement of the findings of the 
1974 inquiry chaired by Lord Hought- 
on into teachers’ pay. 

Houghton, whose words have been 
treatetfas gospel by teachers’ leaders 
ever since, recommended the biggest 
pay rises the teaching profession had 
ever known. And they came, too, at a 
time when feelings about pay and 
professional status were running as 
nigh as they aTe now. 

Yesterday marked the tenth 
anniversary of the setting up of 
Houghton and was celebrated in some- 
what sombre fashion by members of 
the National Association of School- 
masters/Unlon of Women Teachers 
walking out of school ab hour early 
and 4,000 members' of the National 
Union or Teachers going on strike for 
the day. 

Union representatives from the 
NUT spent the day lobbying Parlia- 
ment, while their colleagues in the 
NAS/UWT held a rally just a few 
hundred yards away in Westminister’s 
Central Hall. 

On a lighter note, Mr Kenneth 
Double, headteacher of Brentside 
middle school in Ealing and an NAS/ 
UWT member, commissioned the 
baking of a cake to commemorate the 
anniversary. 

He felt that the cake would be oulte 
symbolic since people always talked 
about sharing out the cake when it 
came to pay offers. This one was 
especially symbolic since 31 per ceijt of 
it was missing - the percentage by 
which teachers pay has fnllen behind 
since the levels established by 
Houghton. _ 

In the Houghton report the commit- 
tee recommended a periodic review of 
teachers’ salaries ana structures by an 
outside body.' The committee sug- 
gested this should happen every seven 
years. _ .

need for that review is once every five 
years - since in 1979, fivfe years after 
the Houghton award, teachers again 
felt frustrated that their pay had slip- 
ped behind and the-then Labour gov- 
ernment initiated the Clegg inquiry 
into teachers' pay. 

Now, five years later, the same 
frustrations are apparent again - with 
60 per cent of the profession earning 
less than £10,000 and chemists, who 
earned 92p a week more then teachers 
in 1974, now earning £37 a week 
more and police officers who received 
£15.92 a week more in 1974, now 


earning £127.61 a week more. 

Indeed, evidence is being cited by 
teachers' unions of members leaving 
the profession for more lucrative jobs 
in industry. For instance, Mr Tony 
Callaghan, county secretary of the 
Bedfordshire federation of the NAS/ 
UWT, revealed that in Luton high 
schools alone, 26 of his members had 
left for better paid jobs. 

At the time of Houghton The TES 
reported: “Of one thing Lord Hought- 
on may rest assured - his name willlivc 
on long after him’’. Thai is certainly 
true as far as teachers are concerned.

Governors to have greater freedom 


Parents will be in the majority on 
school governing bodies which will have

TTie paper, which seeks to break the

M any years ago when I was a 
junior lecturer at the LSE 
Lionel Robbins asked me 
what sort of book young peo-

When the Robbins Report appeared 
a decade later and Kingsley Amis 


proclaimed “more means worse” I 
reflected on the strange reversal of 
positions. The Establishment patrician 
[igure had become the prophet of 
expansion, and the inventor of Jim 
Dixon had , started his new role of 
reactionary castigator of Slate in- 
tervention and change. 

Certainly, when Robbins was 
appointed chairman of a committee to 
enquire into higher education, il can 
hBrdly have been predicted that his 
report would be so committed to 
expansion, or would come out with 
what was to come to. be called the 
"Robbins principle”. Many observers 
iii the early sixties felt that the time was 
ripe for an increase in the' number of 
young people who could go to universi- 
ties. But they would have thought that 
putting Rabuins in charge was a way of 
holding things back rather . than 
rushing them Towards. ' 

The fact thnt they were mistaken is 
attributable partly to the other mem-. 
bers of the committee. But more is due 
to Robbins himself. First, there was his 
desire to get the subject sorted out.

On the curriculum the Green Paper 
says that having sought the advice of 
the headteacher and naving consulted 
the local authority, governors would 
have a duty to “actcrmine the state- 
ment of the school's curricular aims 
and objectives". "Organization and 
delivery" of the curriculum would be 
left to the head. 

The new proposals contained in 12 
chapters ana 34 pages, cover 20,000 

S schools and maintained special 
i and 3,500 voluntary controlled 
schools in England and Wales. All 
those schools will require new instru- 
ments and articles of government: the 
I.e.a.s will be responsible for drawing 
them up and DES approval will not be 
required since the composition Bnd 
functions of governing bodies will be 
enshrined in the new law. 

Voluntary aided schools are un- 
affected by the proposals with the 
exception of a special clause at the end 
of the Green Paper, allowing volun- 
tary controlled schools to occomc 
aided if they wish. It is understood (hat 
a handful of such schools may emerge - 
The introduction states that parents 
are not contributing as much to school 
life as they could. 

“At present most governing bodies 
do not adequately serve the aim of 
promoting the school as a force for 

f ood in the life of the pupils, their 
amities and the community which it 


serves. The Government now intends 
to extend its policies for raising stan- 
dards in schools bv enabling parents to 
improve the work of schools.” 

Under the proposed new Education 
Act, the size of a schools' governing 
body would be set and most governors, 
excluding the head, would hold office 
for three years. Appointments could 
be staggered and. given “some im- 
mediate loss of expertise on governing 
bodies and fairly frequent changes of 
membership", a clerk should be 


mediate loss ot expertise on governing 
bodies and fairly frequent changes of 
membership", a clerk should be 
appointed by the l.e.a. with a working 
knowledge of the authority. 

A school with fewer than 100 pupils 
would have a total of nine governors. A 
school with 600 pupils or more would 
have a total of 19 governors, including

head plus two tenchers. Voluntary con- 
trolled schools would have fewer pa- 
' rents to allow for foundation governors. 

On the grouping of schools under 
one governing body - which used to be 
commonplace -the paper suggests (hot 
this would be confined to two schools 
per group and would be permitted only 
in exceptional circumstances. All new 
schools, including those which arise 
out of reorganization, would have sha- 
dow governors.

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Welsh RE staff 
admit to 
evangelical aims

More than 150 religious education' 
teachers in Welsh secondary schools 
say their aim in teaching their subject is 
to spread the Christian faith. 

Tney were among 789 RE teachers, 
90 per cent of the total, talcing part in 
the most comprehensive survey of the 
subject carried out in Wales. It was 
directed by the Welsh National Centre 


for Religious Education at Bangor. 

Even allowing for the 18 voluntary 
aided schools among the 237 respond- 


ing, the frankly evangelical, even pro- 
selytizing approach among such a big 
proportion of RE teachers, including 
29 heads of department, will cause 
alarm among humanists who ceased 
their campaign to abolish the subject in 
schools a few years ago only on the 
assurance that RE would be limited to 
teaching “about ' 1 religion. 

This view of the subject is also 
shared by many Christian education- 
ists and is reflected in the new agreed 
syllabuses authorities have adopted in 
recent years. The report comments: 
“What must be a cause of concern is 
that so many teachers have aims 
which ... in the case of Christian 
instruction, arc . . . wholly incompati- 
ble with the aims of the agreed sylla- 
buses". 

Such tcaciiers make the head of 
department's Job more difficult, the 
report says. Responsible for making 
clear to their colleagues what is re- 
quired, they are not helped if those 
colleagues approach tlicir task with 
“conEessionaiiat assumptions". . 

The survey concentrates on the year 
1981. and shows religious education to 
be the Cinderella of the timetable, 
often taught by poorly qualified, unen- 
thuslastic stall who are overworked 
and under-resourced. The daily assem- 
bly for the whole school survives in 
only n quarter of county and volun- 
tary aided schools and just over half of 
the independents.

Wales. Every teacher of the subject 
should be compelled to go oa an 
in-scrvice course at least once a year. 
And nobody unqualified should be 
appointed to an RE post except on a 
temporary contract. 

The report also proposes removing 
RE from the options scheme and 
making it a core subject alone with 
such subjects as English and matnema- 
tics. The logic of this is that RE is a 
curriculum subject required by law to 
be taught at least up to school leaving 
age. 

The recommendation of compulsory 
in-service training follows the discov- 
ery that three out of four RE teachers 
had not been on a course in the past rive 
years. More than half of those teaching 
statutory RE were unqualified ana 
nearly half of those teaching the sub- 
ject at A level, and 38 per cent at O 
level and CSE, were also unqualified 
to do so. 

Altogether, nearly 40,000 pupils in 
Wales are being taught RE by teachers 
with either inadequate qualifications 
or none at all. Inis figure includes 
more than 300 A level candidates and 
more than 4,000 doing CSE or O level. 

And with the challenge of the new 
syllabuses, the report comments: 
'Teachers who were able to get by on 
the strength of a little Bible knowledge 
will find it much harder to cope . . . 
Even most of the qualified teachers 
will find themselves pressed ..." 

Lack of expertise was not helped by 
the limited amount of Money spent on 
the subject. On average, RE occupies 
4.5 per cent of the timetable but 
receives only 1 .5 per cent oF the school 
capitation allowance, 

‘‘More than half of the departments 
received 20p or less. One third of the 
RE departments in Gwynedd receiver] 
no more than 5p which cannot be 
adequate to provide writing paper, let 
alone anything else.”

Day pupils boost 
public schools rolls

A surge in the number of day pupils in 
independent schools has more than 
wiped out a decrease in boarders to 
generate the first net increase in rolls 
For three years. 

The figures come from the annual 
census carried out by the Independent 
Schools Information Service in 
January. 

Among the 1 ,297 schools included in 
the survey, numbers rose from 407,664 
in 1983 to 408,672 - an increase of 
1,008 or 0.2 per cent. 

Mr Tim Devlin, ISIS director, de- 
scribed the figures as a remarkable 
achievement when the total school 
pupulation is falling by 3 per cent a 
year. 

But he was concerned that fees (up 8 
percent) this year are still-outstripping 
inflation. 

“If fees can be brought down to 
within the levels of inflation, then the 
recession, as far as the independent 
sector is concerned, could be well and 
truly over," he said. 

Mr Devlin predicted that this would 
happen but that the salary levels of 
teachers at independent schools would 
rise by more than Burnham levels.

College lecturers have for the first time rejected a union-recommended pay 
deal . Its annual conference may vote for industrial action but would the 
membership follow? Diane Spencer reports.

union leaders for more than a year. 

The union, while stoutly defending 
anti-racism, maintained that Mr John 
Fernandes, n black lecturer at the 
college, should have used NATFHE 
and not the media to conduct a 
campaign against racism among stu- 


dents. 

Another big issue will be the dispute 
with Gwent education authority. Like 
Manchester and Croydon before it, 
Gwent is attempting to increase class 
contact hours and worsen conditions of 
service. NATFHE won in the case of 


Manchester and Croydon but Gwent 
has already sacked 350 lecturers who 
have refused to sign new contracts and 
has advertised for new staff front 
September. 

Mr Cecil Robinson . N ATFH E pres- 
ident, this week praised the solidarity 


of members. “I nm proud of thc way 
theyhave responded to thc call of 
NATFHE both locally and nationally 
against a bone-headed authority that 
has broken every agreement in sight.” 

In the private session, delegates wifi 
decide whether to reserve places on 
the executive for women. Last year 
there was some debate as to how this 
could be achieved- and the proposals 
could meet some resistance. 

It has been a difficult year for the 
union’s headquarters, beginning tragi- 
cally with thc death of thc popular 
membership arid case-work secretary, 
Mr Tom Jones, the day after the 
annual conference in Blackpool. 

Since then one assistant secretary 
has gone on two years’ secondment to 
the MSC, another left to take a job at 
Coombc Lodge, and the negotiations 
secretary retired early through ill- 
health.

Tills week Mr Dawson praised both 
his staff and thc executive for their 
hard work and unity of purpose 
achieved so far.

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Need for 16-plus 
has diminished, 
Sir Keith told

Headteachers have acknowledged that 
the need for a common examination at 
16-plus has been reduced, according to 
a paper sent to Sir Keith Joseph, the 
Education Secretary. 

The paper, prepared by rhe newly- 
formed Committee of Heads of Educa- 
tional Institutions, says that the main 
year for assessment of pupils should be 
moved from 16 to 17. 

The committee represents five orga- 
nizations - the Association of Princip- 
als of Colleges, the Association of 
Principals of Sixth-Form Colleges, the 
National Association of Head 
Teachers, the Secondary Heads Asso- 


iry I 

ciation and the Tertiary Colleges Asso- 
ciation - and is chaired by Mr John 
Swallow, president of the NAHT. 

The committee says it wants to look 
beyond any decision by Sir Keith on 
the 16-plus and is convinced “the way 
ahead lies in a planned policy which 
facilitates the progression of young 
people and allows them to take for- 
ward their recotds of achievement, 
course credits, assessments and ex- 
amination results' 1 . 

It adds: “There are indications that 
other approaches like credit accumula- 
tion, successful completion of modules 
and graded tests may well be more 
motivating to pupils and teachers and 
would seem to offer more useful 
information to employers.” 

The paper calls for “a greater degree 
of curricular coherence" between dif- 
fering educational institutions - and 
adds that all pupils should have a 


curriculum which prepares them for 
adult life. 

It continues: “This concept of a 
curriculum of preparation for adult life 
will certainly require new methods of 
assessment and might reduce the de- 
pendence placed nt the moment on a 
formal single subject examination at 
16-plus. 

“We would hope that any such 
examination reform would bring about 
reorganization of the present some- 
what random collection of single sub- 

t ’ects on offer to pupils. We continue to 
te concerned that pupils are forced on 
to a relatively narrow range of options 
at 14 and are taught in a way which is 
dominated by examinations at 16." 

The paper calls for a dialogue on 
reform that will include parents and 
employers, adding: “It is they, above 
all, who appear to value O and A- 
levels and wno have discredited CSE. 
They have to be convinced that the 
emphasis of assessment should move 
from 16 to 17 and that this would allow 
greater freedom to do all that needs to 
be done before 16 and encourage a 
new. approach to 17 and beyond. 

The committee is now seeking a 
meeting with Sir Keith to discuss the 
paper end says that the chairman of the 
Confederation of British Industry's 
Schools Panel and asenlor representa- 
tive of the Society of Education Offic- 
ers have tigreed to give the paper broad 
support and accompany the delega- 
tion.

The answers lie in a book of 
rules called The British Code of 
Advertising Practice. 

It is our job as The Advertising 
Standards Authority to administer 
these rules. 

Where through lack of spetia' 
list knowledge the public could be 
led astray the rules are detailed and 
specific. 

Financial advertising is a good 
example. In essence the rules state 
advertisements must take into 
account that the complexities of 
finance may well be beyond the 
people to whom the offer appeals.

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Underpaid tutors 
win £750,000 
from ILEA deal 



Heads mindful of pay claim

Hundreds of inner London teachers 
who work from home have been paid 
less than the nationally agreed rale fur 
five years. But now they have won 
back-pay totalling nearly £750,000. 

Union leaders representing the In- 
ner London Education Authority's 450 
home tutors had said they believed it 
was illegnl to pay tutors a lower rate 
per hour of work than primary and 
secondary teachers in schools. 

After taking legal advice and con- 
sulting with the Department of Educa- 
tion and Science, the ILEA has re- 
lented and agreed to award the home 
tutors back -pay to cover the five years 
they were receiving less than the rate 
for the job - at a cost of £632,562 in pay 
and £83,924 in pension costs. In audi- 
tion. an extra £298, 626 will have to be 
found in this year's budget to meet 
their salaries. 

The agreement was due tn be rati- 
fied by the authority's schools subcom- 
mittee yesterday and will mean a pay 
rise of about 1 3 per cent for the home 
tutors - who at present earn £7.56 an 
hour for the first 10 hours of work and 
£4.50 per hour thereafter. 

Now the authority has agreed that 
an amendment to the 1979 Burnham 
regulations, which cover teachers* pay, 
saying that all teachers providing prim- 
ary and secondary education other 


Choirboys 
pick public 
schools 

Nine out of 10 boys leaving choir 
schools go on to public schools nnd 
three out of four or them pay less than 
the full fees, a survey has found. 

Members of the 40-strong Choir 
Schools Association attending the 
annual meeting at Lincoln last week 
were told that out of 26 schools taking 
part in .the survey, 17 reported a 
significant increase in applications for 
voice trials amounting to an average of 
four applications for every place. Four 
reported a decrease to two npplica- ' 
tions per place and fiv.e had remained 
the same. . 

Westminster Abbey school had the 
usual 60 or so applications for two 
places, the conference was told. 

Scholarships and exhibitions subsi- 
dize most choristers when they leave 
choir school for the independent sec- 
tor. Last year only l per cent benefited 
from the assisted placesscheme, while 
13 per cent entered the maintained 
sector. 


Of boys entering choir schools, most 
aged eight or nine, nearly t\vo-lh?rds of 
fees are now subsidized. Two choirs.

The 13,500-strong Inner London 
Teachers' Association of the National 
Union of Teachers, which pressed the 
home tutors case, estimates that, 
although the authority at present em- 
ploys about 450 home tutors, up to 
l.OOO could be eligible for extra cash 
since many have since left the profes- 
sion. 

Mr Richard Rieser, general secret- 
ary of ILTA. described the agreement 
as a significant deal for the home tutors 
who were “at the rump end of the 
education service supplying the Elas- 
toplast after all else has failed". 

According to the annual report on 
the 1 LEA's home tuition service, 1,422 
pupils were referred to it during the 
past year- a 10 per cent increase on the 
previous year. 

Of these, 500 were for medical, 
psychiatric and psychological reasons, 
and 333 were under assessment or 
awaiting a placement at n special 
school. Orhcr categories taught in- 
cluded pupils suspended or expelled 
from school, pregnant schoolgirls and 
schoolgirl mothers. In addition, 14 
received bedside tuition in hospitals - 
over and above those placed ia special 
hospitals or child guidance centres.

Strangulation of adult education denied 


By Diane Spencer 


The Government's record on adult 
education spending was stoutly de- 
fended by Mr Peter Brooke, junior 
education minister, last week. 

Speaking at the annual conference 
of tne Adult Literacy and Basic Skills 
Unit in London, he said that critics 
accused the Government of strangling 
the adult education bodies it funded. 

“They say we are bringing about a 
service which only the rich can benefit 
from. They say we are concentrating 
on the vocational to the exclusion of 
liberal studies." 

But the Department of Education 
and Science's adult education budget 
was planned to rise from £ 12.9m in 
1983-4 to £l5.8m in 1985-6: an in- 
crease of 22.5 per cent. 

In the five years since the Tories 
returned to power, grants to the Work- 
ers* Educational Association doubled 
whereas the retial price index had risen 
by less than 50 per cent, lie said. "U (his 
is strangulation the word must be 
taking on a whale new meaning. 

“We are reigning back a little on 
grants to tiic WEA and extra-mural 


departments - but in a way which 
should protect the level of activity, 
provided organizers adopt a creative 


and constructive approach to the chal- 
lenge." 

Mr Brooke said he would be dis- 
mayed if only the wcli-off could attend 
adult education classes. But the pre- 
sent average fee of 50 to 6flp-an-hour 
was “prclty modest". 

"I cannot believe that the average 
family could not afford significantly 
more if they could be convinced that 
these classes were worth spending 
their money on. Vou know adult 
education is good value for money. I 
know it. Those already attending know 
it. Organizers have to convince many 
more people of the fact. 

“They must adopt flexible fee 
arrangements that will achieve more 
adequate contributions from those 
who can afford it and make appropri- 
ate concessions to those who cannot." 

He denied that the Government 
favoured vocational adult education at 
the expense of non-vocal ional. Initia- 
tives like PICKUP (Professional In- 
dustrial and Commercial Updating) 
were additional to, rather than a 
replacement for, liberal arts educa- 
tion. 

At a press conference after bis 
speech, Mr Brooke said he had not yet 
been convinced that the Government

grant to the Educational Centres Asso- 
ciation should be restored. 

But he was aware that some of his 
Conservative colleagues had called for 
this week's adjournment debate on the 
subject and said he would be happy to 
answer his critics. 

The ECA's annual grant of around 
£18,000 was axed earlier this year amid 
protests from the adult education 
world. 

The director of ALBSU, Mr Alan 
Wells, told the conference that in some 


Peace studies critics ‘irrational’ 


Opponents of peace studies base their 
arguments on a number of fallacies, 
according to a major new book pub- 
lished last week. 

Mr Derek Heater, n former teacher 
and author of a string of books on 
political education, says the “gut reac- 
tion of blanket condemnation 0 express- 
ed by politicians such as Dr Rhodes 
Boyson, the former schools minister, Is 
“fundamentally Irrational". 

The assertion that schools have no 
business teaching children about con- 
troversial Issues such as nuclear 
weapons is a smokescreen for aoutlaw- 
ins lessons that Inculcate the “wrong 
values”, he says. 

Those who take this line are really 
trying to ensure that only their views 
about sensitive subjects are aired in (he 
classroom, usually through vehicles 
such as religious studies, English Jlter- 
ture and history.

Other organizations have tended to 
move Into the gap left by the CEWC. 

Nevertheless, 2,000 schools and col- 
leges are members of CEWC - an 
all-time high.

Compensation 
for meals staff 

The Birmingham dinner ladies' dis- 
pute, which seemed to have been 
settled by the arrival of a new Labour 
city council, took a new twist this week 
with the discovery that some of the 
women have already received lump 
sunt payments for accepting new work- 
ing conditions. 

The 5,000 meals staff were told by 
the former Conservative administra- 
tion to accept a pay cut or face 
dismissal. But last month n High Court 
judge ruled the council wus breaking 
the law, and the newly-electcd Labour 
council subsequently gave the women 
a reprieve. 

However, this week it was revealed 
that 912 of the meals staff had already 
received lump sum payments of about 
£50 each. 

Mr John Crawford, chief education 
officer, is now seeking legal ndvicc on 
whether the payments were legal.

The Manpower Services Commission 
th i, week unveiled its pew, wide- 
ning formula for assessing practical 
kilE. It claims that its system could 
provide an alternative to O levels and 
fcSE as well as the basis for Youth 
Training Scheme certification and the 
assessment of adult training. 

The commission has produced an 
inventory of 103 generic skills which it 
believes underlie the performance of 
almost all tasks at work and in many 
other practical activities. It was con- 
ceived and is being developed as an 

S illy-needed instrument for con- 
ng the quality of YTS program- 
mes, but the commission's officials say 
it can be used for people of all ages ana 
abilities over a wide range or work- 
related education and training. 

Preliminary work has already begun 
with the Royal Society of Arts, the 
Southern Regional Examinations 
Board for CSE, the Yorkshire and 
Humberside Association for Further 
aid Higher Education, and the Scot- 
tish Education Department on de- 
veloping notional standards linking the 
new core of skills to specific occupa-

Some of the champions of the occu- 
pational training family concept, 
which is based on the idea that skills 
learned in one job can readily be 
transferred to many others, and which 
the MSC has been strongly advocating, 
have in the past denied that generic 
skills exist. 

Missing from the new inventory is 
the fifth of the present YTS core areas, 
information technology, which was 
added last year with the strong en- 
couragement of the Further Education 
Unit. The commission's officials have 
decided that this is not really part of 


the common generic framework but 
specialized (earning. 

The Youth Training Board have not 
yet discussed the new system, but their 
advisory group on contents and stan- 
dards, which is regarded as the final 
arbiter of YTS quality, was consulted 
early in its development. 

The project is being paid for by a 
£500,000 a year grant From the EEC's 
European Social Fund as a study to 
investigate “the introduction of assess- 
able core skills/competency modules 
into YTS programmes and the use of 
some form of profile recording to 
identify the portfolio of skills, know- 
ledge, and experience (including stan- 
dards) possessed by the trainees at the 
end of the programme". 

The MSC regards it, however, not 
simply as the basis for an effective 
system of certification but as the key to 
improving YTS quality: confronted 
with the near-impossibllity of exercis- 
ing any really effective supervision 
over the training of hundreds of 
thousands of youngsters, its officials 
argue that the answer is to judge the 
training by its results. 

Dr George Tolley, head of the 
MSC’s quality control branch, who 
presented the new system to repre- 
sentatives of the validating and ex- 
amining bodies on Tuesday, told them 
that, unlike previous education-based 
cores, it could not be taught or asses- 
sed as single classroom subjects, but 
only in the context of carrying out 
purposeful tasks whether at work or 
outside it. “It will form the central part 
of certification in YTS ami could in 
time provide a work-based alternative 
to O levels and CSE for progression 
into further education and employ- 
ment", he said.

Union to force 
more cash for 
YTS allowance 


Local authorities and some of the 
biegest of the nationalized industries 
wiiT be forced to pay their Youth 
Training Scheme trainees well over the 
standard £25 a week allowance under a 
plan drawn up by the local government 
officers’ union, NALGO. 

The union’s leaders are to ask its 
annual conference next month to ban 
cooperation in any YTS schemes that 
do not top up the allowance. 

Under YTS rules, NALGO approv- 
al is required for YTS schemes in 
council and gas, electricity, and water 
board offices, as well ns liospimt and 
university administrations. And, in 
practice, most YTS projects run by 
these organizations, whether or not 
they arc in their own offices, require 
the cooperation of administrators who 
belong to NALGO. 

The move, if it is authorized by the 
conference, will be the first serious 
attempt by a big union to push up the 
allowance in this way. Although the 
TUC has encouraged unions to negoti- 
ate topping up, nnd some have done 
so, none of them has so far tried to 
enforce it on the scale NALGO is 
contemplating. 

The conference is unlikely to reject 
the recommendations, since last year it 
voted to go even further and insist that 
all YTS trainees be paid “the rate for 


the job" - the normal starting pay in 
their occupations. The executive will 
explain that this has turned out to be 
unenforceable either because it means 
unrealistically high wages - as much as 
two or three times the standard allo- 
wance - or because, as in the case of 
training workshops and other projects 
set up specially for the YTS. no 
ordinary pay scales exist. 

Instead, it is recommending that 
branches should settle for "a signifi- 
cant degree of topping up”, pointing 
out that £33.99 is the tax and national 
insurance threshold at which trainees 
get the most bene fir in relation to the 
cost to the employer. 

The executive will recommend that 
the demand for topping up should be 
applied only to Mode A schemes, 
where the authorities are acting in the 
same role as private employers, be- 
cause it believes that voluntary orga- 
nizations or colleges running Mode B 
schemes cannot be expected to find the 
money to top up the allowance, which, 
is paid directly by the Manpower 
Services Commission. 

The conference will also be asked to 
caU a on the TUC to seek immediate 
improvements to the YTS and, if it 
fails to get them , to consult its member 
unions about withdrawing support 
from the scheme altogether.

Thirty years after the Supreme Court 
declared segregated education illegal, 
fierce emotional arguments about bus- 
sing continue to cause political ten- 
sions in the United States. 

In Washington recently America's 
biggest teachers' union, the National 
Education Association, marked the 
anniversary of the court's famous 1954 
ruling with a bitter attack on President 
Reagan for trying to turn back the 
clock on racial integration. 

Mrs Mary Hatwood Futrell, the 
black president of the NEA, said that 
for nearly 30 years Democratic and 
Republican Presidents alike had 
accepted responsibility for enforcing 
laws against segregation in education. 
But the Reagan Administration, she 
claimed, had dragged its feet “and in 
some instances even stepped back- 
wards". 

The so-called Brown decision of 
1954 was a turning point in American 
social history and led to the disman- 
tling of the legally segregated school 



systems that operated throughout the 


3 Uth. 


Linda Brown was a black primary 
schoolgirl in Topeka , Kansas, who baa 
to travel by bus to the Monroe 
elementary school two miles from her 
home because the nearby Sumner 
elementary school was reserved for 
white children. 

Her father brought a joint legal 
action with other black parents and the 
Supreme Court finally ruled that sepa- 
rate educational facilities for blacks 
were "inherently unequal” and a viola- 
tion of the Constitution. 

For the first 10 years, opposition to 
integration in the South was deter- 
mined and violent. In 1957 President 
Eisenhower had to send paratroopers 
to the Little Rock high school in 
Arkansas to escort black pupils 
through angry white mobs.

Teachers in Australian independent 
schools have been warned that they 
could be sued by their pupils for 
incompetence or negligence. 

The warning has come from two 
highly respected sources: Mr Vic 
Gleeso 


leeson, an author and lecturer who is 


a recognized expert in the field, and 
Justice Michael Kirby, chairman of the 


Australian Law Reform Commission. 

According to Mr Glecson, both 
teachers and their schools could be 
legally liable to pay damages to stu- 


dents if staff arc found to be guilty of 
“bad teaching”. 

He said that while no such case had 
ever been tested before an Australian 
court, there were several examples in 
the United Stales. 

And Justice Kirby said that as 
schools had a duty to guard students’ 
physical welfare, it was “logical" that 
they also be liable for other injuries. 

Nevertheless, Australian law at pre- 
sent did not appear to provide ** effec- 
tive remedies 1 ' for injury to a pupil 
through poor teaching or administra- 
tive negligence. 

“At least in respect of education in 
government schools, there may be no 
legally enforceable duty to the child or 
his parents that can be broughthomc 
by legal action against the Minister 
personally, the Department, the 
teachers or the Crown," he said. 

“On the other hand, in the case of 
private schools, there may be a legally 
enforceable duty.” 


Mr Glceson gave two possible 
reasons for which legal action could be 
brought against a teacher: 

□ if the teacher was negligent in 
counselling a student on tne course 
requirements needed to enrol in a 
university or tertiary college. 

□ if the teacher gave students the 
wrong advice, such as telling them to 
study the wrong textbook or novel in 
preparation for the Higher School 
Certificate (or leaving certificate). 

He said it would be very difficult for 
the courts to determine the appropri- 
ate level of damages, but that a rebate 
of all school fees in the case of an 
independent school would be the least 
part of any demands for compensa- 
tion. 

Schools in Australia had been sued 
for negligence in the past, but not on 
academic grounds. These cases have 
concerned the pastoral care of stu- 
dents, for example during school ex- 
cursions and field trips.

Bogus neutrality 


Sir - As a new teacher of religious 
education and thus charged by Peter 
Mullen with the awesome, if some what 
baffling, responsibility of teaching Ev- 
erything ana Nothing, I feel bound to 
comment nn his “Passing truth by on 
the other side" ( TES , May 4). 

“Bogus neutrality” is a large t which 
has been knocked down so often that 
one wonders if it is worth the bother of 
selling it up again just to repeat the 
process. That education about religion 
must try to be fair to all comers if it is to 
avoid misleading those exposed to it, is 
surely as obvious as that such attemp- 
ted neutrality goes against the grain of 
many religious claims to truth. 

But this is not so much a methodolo- 
gical impasse which has brought RE 
grinding to a halt as an indication that 
subject und subject matter have rather 
different emphases. In other words, 
education and religion are not the 
same and do not always have the same 
goals. So long as the distinction be- 
tween them is Kept in mind, neutrality 
need not appear as something odious. 

It is the /Mention behind adopting an 
objective und impartial methodology 
(instead of a dogmatic statement of 
subjective certainty) which must be 
subjected to scrutiny, rather than 
rounding on neutrality itself. 

There are many claims in this article 
which cry out for a reply from the 
i opposition - and that opposition 
would, I think, reject all the varieties 
of mindless and insensitive RE which 
Mr Mullen identifies, quite as firmly as 
he does. Obviously witchcraft, voodoo 
and the various modern cults are areas 
which call for considerable care 
(though not necessarily for outright 
avoidance); clearly it is unreasonable 
to expect any nine-year-old to survey 
and evaluate a series of religions and 
arrive at a coherent personal world- 
view. But con even the newest RE 
teacher accept that "for RE to be 
properly taught once again Christian 
culture would have to be recreated in 
this country” (once again” Has it ever- 
been so taught?)?

A crazy

1 was very interested to read the 
excellent article about the Pestalozzi 
Children's Village (TES, Mny II), but 
your readers may like to have a more 
accurate account of its beginning?. It 
would have been difficult for Susan 
Thomas to have discovered informa- 
tion about this as, sadly, no history of 
the village has been written and there 
is nobody at the village now who would 
know about its idealistic, and occa- 
sionally chaotic, beginnings. 

In the first place it was not just for 
orphans (in fact wc had none) and not 
just for children from European re- 
fugee camps; the children did not live 
in national groups, nor did many of 
them attend local English schools. The 
aim of the village was to be an 


international community Tor needy 
children, in the hope that by living 
together, and learning together, the 
nationalistic barriers woulabe broken 
down. For this reson there were En- 
glish children at the villase os well as 
Russians, Armenians, Poles, Latvians, 
Ukrainians, balf-Turks, half-Germans 
and half-Jugoslavs. 

The English children were just as 
needy as the camp children. To get a

concentrate on their idea of God; 
otherwise God is too groat lo imagine. 
Christians find it easier to see what 
God is really like by looking at what 
sort of person Jesus was. So both 
Hindus and Christians show deep 
respect by using the title ‘Lord'.” 

Peter Mullen would like truth to 
“count as part of the issue", to deter- 
mine whlcn stances are “appropriate 1 
or “inappropriate'*. RE does invite 
children to come to terms with truth 
and mcaningfulness at their own level, 
and to respond openly to the truth- 
claims of others. The problem is, that 
wiiat an Anglican minister regards as 
“appropriate” and “truth" may not be 
recognized as such by other Christians, 
let alone by Hindus and Muslims. 

Truth based on faith or doctrine is 
essentially internalized, though often 
so fervently held that devotees cannot 
understand why their truth is not 
obvious to everyone. Certainly we all 
need to guard against arrogance; but if 
it lies anywhere, it lies not m “neutral- 
ity" (an awkward term; I would prefer 
"without bias" or in the words of the 


1944 Act "not distinctive of any reli- 
gious denomination”) but in assuming 
tnat one's own perception of truth is 
the only one possible. A better aim is 
to help pupils to comprehend and 
respect the ueliefs, rituals and values 
of different religious positions without 
restricting them to the straitjacket or 
one’s own perceptions. 

The process of learning is vitally 
important - the appreciation, under- 
standing and empathy that shold grow 
out of RE is more effective and valid 
than any unsubstantiated protestation 
of “truth”. This is a challenging option, 
but a challenge wc should not be afraid 
of. 

On the walls of three Hindu temples 
I have recently visited for worship, 
each had pictures of Jesus to aid 
devotions: vet in no Christian church 
have I ever seen Krishna. Exclusivity is 
an interesting social and psychological 
phenomenon: exclusivity in religion 
and its effects on relationships are well 
worth exploring, but it is important to 
remember that this is not the only, nor 
necessarily the best, religious re- 


sponse. 

“Tolerance for better, "absence of 
prejudice") need not he sneered ;it ns 
“secular utilitarian 1 * indoctrination; it 
is a religious position of some sophis- 
tication. It is also an expression of the 
notion that nil people lire equal: issues 
of equality and inequality are so im- 
portant that RE must meet them head 
on. 

Our classrooms today, like our soci- 
ety, are multi-faith units. Even pupils 
in the most rural of areas do not all 
have Christian backgrounds. British 
culture hus for n long time been 
composed of Christian. Jewish and 
secular life-stances; to these are now 
added the Asian religions. 

The attitude of the church - and 
through it of RE - to Jews has often 


been parlronizing. Let us not com- 
pound the insult by patronizing Asian 
faith too.

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A rguments about whether assimilation, inte- 
gration or pluralism should be the right true 
end of education in a multiethnic society 
can go on for ever. Sooner or later, 
however, each authority has to decide on a policy. 
Bradford Metropolitan Council has settled for 
multicultural education and “a celebration of 
diversity" nnd has thereby attracted a great deal 
of media attention. Panorama investigated its 
workings on May 14. New Society (April 26) 
rubbished its policies on the grounds that they 
were provocative - The Culture Clash in Brad- 
ford - oddly making n kind of hero out of Ray 
Honcyford, a Bradford middle school headmas- 
ter whose increasingly irate articles in the Con- 
servative Salisbury Review, The TES and the local 
press have done a lot to keep the polemical pot 
boiling. 

Bradford politicians (it has a Tory-Labour 
hung council) nnd the officers of its Educational 
Services Directorate insist that their motivations 
-unlike those of certain London boroughs, for 
example - are neither radical nor based on 
ideology. ‘They're just realistic,” says Peter 
Gilmour, the former Conservative chairman of 
the education committee who lost his scat in the 
recent council elections. "One in six of our 
children conic from Asian families. By the turn of 
the century it will be one in three. Their parents 
are rate -payers. It is the simple duty of the council 
to try to satisfy their needs.” 

These needs might not have been stated so 
clearly, nor responded to so rapidly, had it not 
been for the civil disturbances in Bristol, Toxteth 
and Brixton in 1981. “They wonderfully concen- 
trated all our minds,” says Mike Whittaker, the 
l.e.a.'s policy direction officer. Not least the 
minds of the Asian community which throughout 
the 1970s had been inward-looking, unorganized 
and unsure of its objectives, but now began to 
articulate its demands. 

The Asian Parents’ Association and the Coun- 
cil for the Mosques mounted a campaign to turn 
five Bradford coniprehensives into voluntary- 
aided establishments which would be run on 
Islamic lines. The city council resisted this for 
many reasons but chiefly because it foresaw a 
potential rift in the social fabric of the commun- 
Ify. with the Asians retreating into a kind of 
yoluuiary apartheid. Still, the threat of separat- 
jW.was held over their heads while they ex- 
amined what it was the Muslim and Sikh 
communities would accept which could be offered 
within the existing system. At that stage it was 
wry much the parents’, rather than the chil- 
drens, needs which were given priority. Then

obeyed. The authority had lost faith in teachers' 
expressions of good intent which, in Mike 
Whittaker’s word, “had been honoured more in 
the breach than the observance”. He seems to 
rather relish making mischievous remarks about 
“the smack of firm government" and a later 
memorandum (LAM 6/83), which required head 
teachers to identify, categorize and report any 
instances of racialist behaviour in their schools, 
appeared to express a more than ordinary degree 
of central authoritarianism. 

At the time these documents caused a frisson of 
resentment among some heads. Ray Honey ford, 
for one, didn’t and doesn't agree with the 
principles embodied in them. They seemed to 
presage the erosion of traditional autonomies. 
Some teachers were hurt to be formally required 
to do what they felt they'd been doing all the time. 

The heads of Thombury First and Middle 
Schools, however, give no impression of fretting 
under a bureaucratic lash. Their schools arc on 
opposite sides of a road through an area which, 
since the rundown of two of its largest factories, 
probably has much in common with many social 
priority areas. Stephen Archer, of the middle 
school, says, “Racialist behaviour, like any other 
form of indiscipline or bad manners, calls for no 
more than the ordinary exercise of professional 
judgment”. Two-thirds of his pupils are Asians, 
mostly Sikhs and Muslims. He has never seen any 
racist graffiti on his walls. 

Archer talks about assemblies and RE lessons 
which, while not ignoring Easter, Whitsun or 
Christmas, also feature Eid (the festival which 
marks the end of Ramadan), Diwali (the Hindu 
Festival of Lights) and may refer to the teachings 
of Guru Gobind Singh. It’s probably true to say 
there is more actual religion taught in Bradford’s 
schools than in a lot of monoculture! and 
nominally Christian institutions elsewhere. 

Steve Archer, like the majority of Bradford 
teachers, prefers not to dwell on the negative 
aspects of racism; he would rather talk about the 
long-term elements in the council’s policies, those I 
which affect the curriculum and respond to the 
children’s educational needs. 

In a city where 20 per cent of the children use 
one of ten other languages at home, the teaching 
of English , and in English, is very much a priority. 
Language centres used to be the authority's way 
of tackling the needs of infants Bnd new arrivals 
but now the policy is that they go to neighbour- 
hood schools to pick up not only the language but 
the skills of learning within subjects. Special 
assistance is given by teachers of English as a 
second language who are paid by the Home 
Office; Bradford is the second biggest recruiter of 
“Section 11" staff In the country. The middle 
school has two and they work, mainly, with 
teachers in the classroom. Withdrawals for reme- 
dial work are done discreetly. “There's no way 
I’m going to set up a Paki-room,” Archer says. 

While there is no formal provision for mother- 
tongue teaching in the timetable, there are 
classes, taken by unpaid volunteers, after school; 
some white parents have asked if their children 
can join them. Archer has little patience with 
people who denigrate Ids pupils’ linguistic abili- 
ties. 'T’ve got 10-year-olds who talk Punjabi or 
Urdu at home and in the playground, cbh 
Interpret for their parents at school meetings, 
write to grandparents in one of two quite different 
Punjabi scripts, take French as a third language 
and are learning Arabic as part of their Koranic 
studies at the local mosque. I marvel at their 
fluency." . 

It may be those memoranda, or the attitudes 


and professionalism of its teachers, but the 
Thornbury curriculum shows a remarkable con- 
sistency. Music, art and literature ail have a 
well-defined multicultural content. They haven't 
thrown away the conventional history and 
geography books but present the material in them 
in a critical way, pointing out. for example, that 
the Age of Discovery had a different significance 
for Europeans than it had for the natives of the 
lands they “discovered”. 

Parental confidence and backing are more than 
normally important in a multi-ethnic school. They 
have to be earned. “You can’t assume a stroppy 
attitude and say, 'It's my school . . . When in 
Rome. . .and so on. 1 You have to take them with 
you." A Muslim father was worried about the sex 
education his daughter was due to receive. 
Stephen Archer invited him to come in to see the 
biology teacher and look over the scheme of 
work. “Wc shook hands and he wenr away 
satisfied.” 

Mrs Mavis Clements has been head of the first 
school for four years and says she wouldn’t swap 
to a school with nil white faces for the world. She 
doesn’t hide the fact that her staff hnd grown 
increasing uncomfortable as the number of Asian 
entries rose, especially when, in 1981, the local 
language centre closed and they were suddenly 
faced with 40 extra children whose first language 
was not English. In cramped accommodation, 
with a chronic shortage of sinks and lavatories and 
a staffing ratio of 1:29 (1:30 in the lower classes), 
it can't have been easy to create the kind of 
community she wanted. 

“It was all gut reaction and trial and error 
then," she says. “We've never had the time to 
jump through all the LAM hoops." The first job 
was to get the feeling right. She was horrified to 
find that the Asian children wished they were 
white. “1 wanted them to be as proud of their 
identities as I am of being Yorkshire.” And she 
scatters colour snaps of exhibitions and festivals, 
dark faces in a Nativity Play, Hindu boys showing 
how to light Diwali lanterns, white and churidar- 
pyjama-clad legs slicking out from the dragon 
which was part of the celebrations for the Chinese 
New Year. 

The school’s major role has to be teaching 
English. This is what the parents wont above ail. 
They have two and a half Section 1 1 teachers and 
the governing body has provided two nursery 
assistants. Both heads wish there were more 
suitable recruits of Asian origin around. The 
school uses look and sny methods but; for a UK 
primary, they do a lot of phonic work, to cultivate 
what they call “word-attack skills". They have, 
though, cut the Three Little Pigs story out of the 
GAYWAY Phonic scheme books because of 
Muslim sensitivities. Mrs Clements particularly 
praises the LINK UP reading scheme, which they 
use also for writing, free and structured play and 
topic work in the first two years, because the 
pictures are of a working class environment nnd 
Include black faces. 

In almost every respect it is jus! like any oilier 
primary school. The children appear to be happily 
occupied cutting things out, measuring things, 
making bubble paintings, listening to stories; but 
they are also studying Nuffield Maths and Logic, 
with individual progress meticulously recorded by 
the class teacher. Perhaps there are more adults 
about. They provide, taking turns with the middle 
school, a mothers' English class, which is taken by 
an FE teacher who Is also chairman of governors. 
There are mother and toddler and prt-school 
playgroups. A liaison teacher runs swimming 
classes for Asian women and there is a sewing 


class for women of all ages and ethnic origins. 
“School is the one place where all arc equal 
Mavis Clements says. 

According to its convenor, John Anderson, the 
association of upper school heads agrees with the 
content of the policy memoranda. He points to 
key appointments: two multi-cultural advisers; 
they only black head of an upper school in the 
North; an RE adviser who has seen through the 
negotiations for the creation of an new Agreed 
Syllabus, and the setting up of a community 
languages team. Several schools use scale points 
to promote.teacheis with special responsibility for 
multi-ethnic education. He has done so himself, 
though his school, five miles out in Bingley, has 
only 30 Asians among its L.000 pupils. “The staff 
and children of mostly white schools need their 
consciousness raised too." 

The majority of the resulting educational 
changes have taken place within the framework of 
, a more or less conventional curriculum. Each 
department is asked to review its schemes of work 
in a multi-ethnic light. Historians become less 
Eurocentric, Mathematics teachers emphasize 
that their discipline was virtually invented by 
Arabs. There arc in-servicc home economics 
courses on Asian cooking nnd the study of 
different lifestyles nnd traditional patterns of life. 
There ore single-sex field courses in geography, lo 
satisfy the requirements of Muslim parents. 
Resource centres are being supplied with books, 
pictures nnd artefacts which represent other than 
British cultures. Additionally , however, some 
schools offer mother-tongue courses (in Urdu, 
Pinjabi and Gujcrati) as options on an equal 
footing with European lunguages and open to all 
pupils. They have tried, unsuccessfully, to have 
such subjects accepted for general studies A level 
examinations. . 

But while Bradford has made a decent stab at 
facing up to the social implications of an ethnic 
mix, it has a long way lo go to solve the purely 
educational problems, particularly in terms of 
qualifications. Recently-published DES research 
shows that for the past three years Bradford’s 
school-leavers have done less well than the 
national average, even taking into account the 
composition of its population. A local survey 
indicates that one in five pupils lieave schooJ-wtth 
no’ qualifications at all, over half have neither O 
level A-C grades, CSE grade 1 or A level ordinary 
pass in any subject. While some black pupils do 
very well, the majority attain fewer qualifications 
than their white peers and black girls <j° worst of 
all. Ninety per-cent of youngsters from (he 
minority groups left without the all-important 
good Englisii qualification. 

Another problem continues to bedevil bpih the 
social and educational scene. How should Muslim 
girls be catered for? The demand for places in St 
Joseph’s (RQ and Belle Vue Girls' School shows 
that parents want single-sex education and some 
girls, perhaps 700 or so, have been withdrawn 
from the system rather than be sent to coeduca- 
tional establishments. The authority has had to 
take space in newspapers and time on radio to 
persuade parents not to send their children 
(mostly girls) on prolonged visits lo the Indian 
sub-continent during their adolescence. Belle 
Vue School Is supposed to go coeducational, but 
.probably won't. As the official memorandum 
states, “The issue of single-sex schools is, un- 
doubtedly, the single most important issue in the 
development of Ihe relationship between the 
council and the Muslim communities in Brad- 
ford."

Forty years after the 
1944 Education Act, 
Shirley Williams asks 
if it is still adequate for a 
world demanding a 
closer relationship 
between the academic 
and thevocational 


U nderlying the 1944 Education Act was the 
recognition I hat Britain was entering a new 
kind of world in which its political role 
would he radically changed and in which it 
would once again have to learn to compete. The 
conccntrntion on universal primary education 
would, therefore, no longer suffice and the 
education system had to cope with whnt was to be 
the most massive expansion of opportunities and 
choice for the individual ever seen in the history 
of this or any other Western European country. 
The 1944 Act was also based on the assumption, 
that full employment would continue. 

There was a broad consensus for universal 
secondary education, for an expansion of educa- 
lion and for the kind of structures then built. But 
in education now wc live in a world without 
consensus and the rate of change in society 
creates a completely different background to any 
new law relating to education. 1 cannot see any 
new Act emerging in the next few years that could 
be based on a consensus. Moreover, the lost 20 
years have seen a re-emergence of the problems 
we thought we had resolved through the 1944 
Education Act. 

First there is the tension between the concept of 
selection at any age and the concept of universal 
education to the highest level of which any 
individual is capable. ]n Britain we have steadily 
pushed back the date at which selection lakes 
.place, but we have never come to grips with the 
central argument about whether we believe in 
selection or whether we believe in open universal 
education: we have tried to temporize. 

Second, there is the gulf between vocational 
and academic education, which has existed in this 
country since the first Industrial Revolution and 
which now underlies many of the arguments and 
divisions in education. We have established 
separate educational institutions: one group for 
the academic and another group for the vocation- 
al. The recent introduction of the Youth Training 
Scheme and of TVEI has not overcome that 
difference and, indeed, to some extent has further 
emphasized it. 

The academic/vocational split has been one of 
the most damaging aspects of the English and 
Welsh educational system: It is at least as serious 
as was the grammar school/secondary modern 
school split, although strangely it attracts far less 
-'political attention, It is ore of the reasons why 
vocational skills education has been down-graded 
in our society together with the whole concept of 
working in industry.

from the education world some sort of response to 
the ideas being put before It. The Great Debate 
was part of that process: an attempt to see if 
somewhere in that de-centrallzed world a consen- 
sus might emerge. 

I was responsible for the penultimate phase, 
from 1976-79 which was characterized by an 
attempt to get round the extraordinary lack of 
power in the 1944 Education Act and its succes- 
sors by a series of gentlemen's agreements with 
the local education authorities. I tried to protect 
in-service training provision for teachers and to 
direct additional resources towards educational 
maintenance allowances for 16 to 18-year-olds. 
But the tragedy of the rate support grant system is 
that there is no guarantee that any additional 
money won will be used even for those purposes 
on which the education world and the Govern- 
ment might agree. Somehow we have to resolve 
this. 

The final stage Is the gradual hijacking of 
education by the Manpower Services Commis- 
sion. It has moved into the 14-18 syllabus, and 
into the 16-18 imbroglio. Most significant of all, 
in the White Paper issued in January, it is 
effectively trying to gain control over a large slice 
of non-advancea further education. Central con- 
trol is therefore being established through the 
back door of administrative flat and resource 
allocation rather than through the front door of a 
new Education Aci. The Outcome is not so very 
different, except that it unreasonably avoids 
public debate about the Implications which How 
from such policies. 

■ I believe we need to consider what demands the 
new information-based society places on educa- 
tion, The Information-based technologies are 
horizontally pervasive and more than a new set of 
artifacts in our lives; they will radically change all 
parts of our society including education, the 
welfare state the health service and the care of the 
aged. To regard microcomputers as a game that 
children In primary schools need to get used to, or 
to ensure, that young people are familiar with 
computer-controlled . machine tools, is only 
start; th£ real battle is about how our soclety.uses 
these total changes to reorganize our industrial 
.life, our services’ and our society. The, basis for 
this cannot be a narrow, -job-related type of 
education; It has to. be based on a broad 
foundation embracing he humanities, the scien- 
ces pnd-the vocational technologies. .

information. 

But having access to a mass of information at 
low cost is utterly useless if you simply sink in the 
plethora of information; we need a broad educa- 
tion base to teach our children how to select, how 
to choose, how to understand issues In a way 
which will involve them seeing inter-relationships 
between English literature, science, technology, 
languages, and sociul studies. If we do not provide 
such a broad education base our society will be 
divided between the information-rich elite and 
the information-poor majority; in my view that 
would herald the end of n democratic society. 

The new society therefore demands flexible but 
also mutable skills. In the future, (ruining should 
be based on clusters of skills and not depend on 
Individual, highly specialized skills. Much of the 
Youth Training Scheme is too highly specialized 
and this will not help young people to secure johs 
in the future. People need to be nblc to change, 
upgrade, alter and improve their skills. 

Nothing in our present education and training 
system has yet responded adequately to the need 
for adult retraining und the need to upgrade skills. 

Most higher and further education is still directed 
towards the 16 to 18 and 18 to 22-year-old ugc 
groups; by now it ought to have been redirected 
towards the continuing education of both young 
people and adults. The University Grants Com 
mltlee's current debate about the development of 
a strategy for higher education into the 1990s does 
not, In my view, reflect adequately the need for n 
shift in higher education towards the recognition 
of experience as a basis for entry and towards the 
need for short courses, upgrading courses, sum- 
mer courses and similar Initiatives. 

We also need to recognize the implications of 
divisions inherent in an information-rich society 
which includes tui information-poor section. 

Unemployment has already been turned from a 
tragedy into a nightmare because of the perma- 
nent unemployment of a section of our society. In 
the United Stales the proportion of long-term 
unemployed, (those, out of work for over six 
months), is under- 20 per cent. In Britain it 
approaches SO per cent, in France it approaches 
66 per cent and even ih the Federal Republic of 
Germany it approaches oyer 40 per cent. These 
figures; are higher among young people.

merely to reconcile all the things that are said 
about A level in different parts of the paper. The 
Secretaries of State open with a ringing declara- 
tion of confidence in the present system - “A 
levels set standards of excellence which must be 
preserved". No surprises in that. But as you read 
on, you start to wonder: "the Secretaries of State 
propose that the amount of ground covered by an 
AS course should be not less than half of that 
covered by the comparable A level course. They 
further propose that AS level syllabuses should be 
closely related to their corresponding A level 
syllabus." 

The implication behind this would appear to be 
that A level syllabuses have so little internal

coherence that they can simply be chopped in 
half. Coming from the DES, this is a bit of a 
surprise. But more is to follow. On the next page, 
we are asked to swallow the notion that the 
academic standards established for AS levels 
shouid.be comparable with those that already 
apply at A level. That comes as an even bigger 
surprise. Surely,. it’s only possible to entertain 
that idea if you actually think that half of what 
takes place on A level courses is unnecessary, a 
waste of time. There are a great many people, of 
course, who do believe precisely that, but until 
now the DES must have seemed an . unlikely place 
for them to look for allies. It’s at this point that 
you start to feel that the whole thing is a conjuring 
trick, a sleight of hand. How Is ll possible to be so 
cavalier about standards nt 18-plus for the sake of 
an exam that nobody seems to want, and so 
uncompromising about standards at 16-plus, 
when almost everybody, is asking for a common 
system7 . 

Let’s assume, however, for thc sake of argu- 
ment, that it could be done. The next question 
that has to be asked is whether it would: actually 
be worth it. Would AS levels make a significant 
contribution to the education of 16 to 19-year-

The idea that the sixth form curriculum needs 


broadening is one that has been around for a long 
time, and it shows. These particular proposals are 
firmly rooted in the Intellectual tradition of the. 
Snow/Leavls “Two Cultures” debate that took 
place in the sixties.. The notion that scientists 
would be better people if they read a few books 
and that, in the twentieth century, everybody 
ought to have some grasp of science, seems rather 
fanciful these days. Bui it's genuinely distressing 
to find that, despite the curriculum debate thnt 
has taken place over the post five years, DES 
thinking has still not escaped from the strait jacket 
of traditional subject disciplines. 

If you felt that there was at least some hope that 
the introduction of a new exam might open the 
door for new kinds of approaches, then forget it. 
The message is quite ejear - more of the same. 
What is missing from the paper is even the faintest 
recognition that we are living in a lime of such 
rapid technological and social change that, for 
today’s 18-year-olds, a traditional education will 
have become redundant within a very short time 
of leaving school. There's not-even a passing nod 
in the direction of some of the ideas about 
education that are emerging both from industry 
and elsewhere, where the emphasis is very firmly 
on the way in which students learn and the hnbits 
of mind they acquire, rather than the knowledge 
they have accumulated. 

There's nothing to suggest that unemployment 
might be a problem even for 18-year-olds with A 
levels. There’s nothing which acknowledges the 
work of those schools and colleges which, in 
partnership with local communities, are develop-, 
ing curricula that encourage students to become 
active learners taking personal initiatives, work- 
ing in teams and solving problems rather than 
soaking up received wisdom. The prospect in- 
stead is of a desperate scramble, through sylla- 
' buses that mimic A level towards a goal that will 
be dispiriringly hard to achieve. 

The contrast between this arid thc even more 
recent proposals for the Certificate of Pro- 
Vocational Education (CPVE)/ could hardly be 
more marked and it is astonishing that these two 
initiatives, both of which would radically alter the 
whole structure of 16 to 19 education, can be 
launched almost in the same week without either 
document acknowledging the existence of the 
other. 

Reading them side by side serves only to 
emphasize (he inadequacies of the AS level 
proposals. Despite all the imponderable ques-

established qualifications like O level, the curri- 


culum proposed for the new certificate offers a 
real opportunity to make sense of the present 
makeshift arrangement for one-year sixth-for- 
mers. The CPVE document tackles all the Issues 
in 16 to 19 education that the AS proposals 
studiously ignore and by propounding a curricu- 
lum framework instead of a new set of exams, it 
also points the way towards some kind of 
coexistence with current provision. 

It is the absence of this kind of realistic 
assessment of how it might form part of an overall 
strategy that is most bewildering about the 
proposals for AS levels. The document itselE 
acknowledges the "difficulties for the smaller 
sixth forms or colleges in providing the extra 
courses”, and if the Secretary of State were 
vigorously following a policy of support for sixth 
form and tertiary colleges, it would not be 
surprising to find that he was applying this kind of 
pressure to persuade reluctant authorities. But 
it’s not as simple as that. Far from encouraging 
large sixth forms, thc Secretary of State has been 
turning down proposals for 16 to 19 reorganiza- 
tion from authorities who wish to create sixth 
form and tertiary colleges. Is this another conjur- 
ing trick? 

Thc phrase about “difficulties for smaller sixth 
forms", however, glosses over the real extent of 
thc problems that AS levels will present. At 
present, open access colleges don't make water- 
tight distinctions between A level and non A level 
students. Courses offered at O level, forcxamplc, 
attract both kinds of students and are often only 
viable for this reason. Thc A level student doing 
one, two or even three O levels has become quite 
common. Thc widespread introduction of AS 
levels, however, would create a fairly large group 
of students who were not involved in any wny with 
one year courses. Inevitably, numbers on these 
courses would drop substantially and, in many 
institutions, the non A level curriculum would be 
forced to contract so dramatically, thnt few 
schuol-lcavers would be tempted to stay on for 
another year, post- 16. 

The CPVE, perhaps, offers a chance of 
reversing this trend but that chance is linked to 
the possibility that some students might be able to 
combine CPVE with thc very O levels whose 
continued availability in the sixth form is 
threatened by AS levels. 

The Secretaries of State suggest two ways of 
avoiding being drawn into this vicious circle. 
Neither are particularly convincing. They prop- 
ose. first of all. that extra time could be found 
from “course; which are at present unexamined". 
It's irritating to read this only five pages after 
having been; reassured that “non-exam in ed stu- 
dies" are "also important" because AS levels “can 
only make a limited contribution to a broader 
curriculum". It is also irritating that they seem 
unaware of how little most sixth forms can afford 
to provide for. non-examined work, and how 
inadequate this time would be for a programme of 
AS levels. _ . 

The second suggestion is a more renlistic one, 
that AS and A levels should be taught in the same 
classes - hence. the need for a close relationship 
between the syllabuses of the two exBtns. it might 
be possible, though it would, of course, alter the

whole nature of A level teaching by creating much 
larger dosses. More importantly, it would still 
attract A level students away from O levels. CEEs 
and L6-pluses and schools and colleges would still 
be left wondering how they could mount an 
adequate one year programme. 

If 1 didn’t think it would be nnive to credit the 
DES with so. much guile, I might be tempted to 
' think that the introduction of AS levels was a 
deliberate attempt to undermine the open access 
ideal thal has been one of the best features of the 
country's sixth form and tertiary colleges. What- 
ever its intentions, however, I imagine that this 
Government would shed few tears if it finds thnt it 
has unwittingly engineered a situation In which 
the Youth. Training Scheme has become the only 
realistic alternative to A levels.

The title is no mere pun for the author invites 
comparison with the original. “As the thirties was 
our last great depression it commands compari- 
son with the great depression of the eighties." 
How well does Wigan Pier Revisited stand up to 
this self-invited comparison? 

While Beatrix Campbell’s book is unlikely to 
have the same impact as Orwell’s this is not totally 
the author's fault. Not only have many writers 
followed the Orwell tradition of social reporting - 
thereby somewhat lessening the effect - but for 
the past 20 years we have lived in the age of the 
television documentary and news report. Few of 
the programmes are made around the poor 
speaking for themselves. This is extraordinary, as 
the poor possess more knowledge about poverty 
than anyone else. 

Instead, the poor are exhibited and allowed 
into programmes on poverty only in the role of 
link pieces between other people munching 
phrases about them. Despite all her commitment, 
Beatrix Campbell doesn’t let the poor take over 
either. It is her story, her observations and their 
comments are fitted in. And where they don’t fit 
Beatrix Campbell’s theme they don’t appear. 

The same kind of imperialism which stalks most 
other writings about the poor is here too - though 
in much smaller quantities. The rules appear to be 
that the poor can be asked literally anything about 
their private lives. Why, for instance, is it 
important to be told that single mums don’t 
masturbate? The “God, no", "never”, “what d’ya 
mean” type of response is naturally given. None 
of the single men was asked the same question. 
Why? Was Beatrix Campbell worried about 
getting punched if she asked these questions of 
other, less vulnerable people? Clearly some new 
rules need to be established. 

The left has no greater prerogative to put their 
sticky fingers into other people’s private lives. 
Poor people too have a right to silence. Why keep 
pushing the same question at those young girls 
reported here who dearly don't want to talk 
about themselves? Don't the poor have the same 
right to keep their thoughts, hurts and fears to 
themselves if they want to? Some things are so 
hurtful thni one cannot, or dare not, admit them 
to oneself let alone blurt them out to an 
interviewer who will never appear again. 

All too often books about the poor exude 
mateyness and this volume is no exception. What 
is so fundamentally false about this approach is 
that true mateyness has to be based on a 
friendship lasting longer than the casual inter- 
view, and the poor, who aren’t daft, know it. 

You wouldn't go around Eaton Square asking 
impertinent questions, and talking to the inhabi- 
tants as though you had known them all your life; 
and If you were silly enough to try you’d span get 
the bums' rush. Conduct which is unacceptable to 
the inhabitants of Eaton Square is unacceptable 
to the poor too. The poor are poor solely and 
1 simply because they have far less money than the 
rest of us. In all other respects, and in some cases 
. more so, they have p claim to equal respect 
stemmihg from their importance as individuals. 

This false mateyness not only insults the poor 
but also leads to a weird kind ofsbeial reporting. I 
don’t doubt BeatrixCampbell when she writes of 
never having met a claimant who could afford a 
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television licence. Bui what Campbell reports in a 
spirit of camaraderie will be viewed by many ol 
the poor (and others) as just another example of 
the ease at which some of the middle classes arc 
suckers for the soft sell. 

Many, many poor people do buy television 
licences and are proud of being able to do so. It 
often means going without enough food, or 
adequate heating, or both, but paying your way 
and managing your debts (just as other people 
manage their bank overdrafts and mortgage 
repayments) is part of what keeping your self 
respect is all about. Of course it’s true to say that 
in the end poverty all too often destroys self 
respect; that is why it is an evil which should be 
opposed with all our strength. But this final 
outcome is one which most poor people in my 
experience fight hard and long to avoid. 

Despite these criticisms, which can be made of 
most books written about the poor, Hcntrix 
Campbell’s revisiting has its very successful sides, 
because of the way it is both like and unlike the 
original book. It is similar to Orwell in that both 
authors set out with a list of contacts: both 
books give the distinct feeling of treading careful- 
ly through the areas visited. Orwell had his ILP 
contacts but, as Bernard Crick recalls in his 
impressive biography, Orwell's lust for the bot- 
tom of the heap, which he found in the worst kind 
of cheap lodging house, helped to balance up the 
range of contacts made. At the same time it also 
made his portrait of the working class (who made 
up a large part of the poor then) very unrepre- 
sentative indeed. 

Beatrix Campbell also appears to have relied 
on a set of contacts. But whereas practically the 
whole of Orwell’s book is his interpretation of the 
events he witnesses, Beatrix Campbell's is not. 
All too much of the revisiting results in a weaving 
together of the interviews. Yet even this techni- 
que allows Campbell enough room to fashion 
phrases and comments which stand equally proud 
alongside any of Orwell’s. “Now, as then, the 
compass of consensus quivers and makes a dash 
for the Right” is just one of many such comments. 

Another difference between Orwell and Camp- 
bell is the latter's Marxism. Orwell once de- 
scribed how an account of the English class 
system expounded by an orthodox Communist 
was "like watching someone carve a roast duck 
with a chopper". Does Beatrix Campbell's Marx- 
ism take on the role of “chopper" to Orwell's 
roast duck, or docs it act as docs a barium meal to 
an x-ray, highlighting the most vulnerable points 
in the system? 

it is one of the successes of this book that the 
political luggage doesn't lake over from the 
journey. Indeed, at most points her Marxist 
standpoint strengthens what is written and it helps 
to fashion one of the best sections of the book. 
Here Beatrix Camphell is concerned with the 
question of redundancy and that feeling of 
powedessness that individuals have when multi- 
national companies snatch away the right to 
work. •

A firing squad lines up. As the soldiers 
go througii the familiar routine and 
countdown to execution, one of the 
condemned notices that the officer’s 
flies are undone. An inte res tine 
thought to take into eternity.

there is silence. It has all been a joke. 
Rifles are lowered, the soldiers laugh 
and the would- he victims turn away. 
All except one, who pauses to say, 
pointing at the officer’s open buttons, 
- Is that what you were going to do us 
in with? The laughter changes, the 
officer no longer snares in it. As the 
prisoners move away, relieved, the 
squad is called to attention, bolts click, 
and the countdown this time comes to 
its expected, violent conclusion. 

That, not much more briefly than 
the original, is Herbert Kuhner's “The 
Wisecrack ”, published in Stand in 
1973. It is, it you like, the perfect 
1 “East-European" tale. Terse, savage, 
capricious, black, an indictment of 
totalitarianism, a brief a ffi rotation -of- 
humn-dignity-and-humourin the face 
of the void. It is also completely bogus, 
contrived, an image of the East con- 
cocted by a Westerner (Kuhncr is an 
Amer-Austrian) mugged up on Dos- 
toevsky, Kafka. Orwell and Darkness 
at Noon. It is precisely the kind of 
parable that Western readers and 
critics have tried to read into the work 
of Milan Kundera. 

The Anglo-Saxon literary world is 
always painfully eager to lionize liter- 
ary dissidents and exiles and to rewrite 
their works more or less exclusively as 
protest, as Baedekers to unfamiliar 
and unlovely political landscapes. 
Kundera, at least, is anxious to avoid 
being labelled as a dissident writer 
only. It is true that his career has been 
closely tied up with the political history 
of his native Czechoslovakia. His first 
navel. The Joke , became the literary 
symbol of Alexander Dubcek’s "Pra- 
gue spring" and was quickly suppres- 
sed during the "normalization'' that 
followed the Russian invasion, fn 
1975, Kundera left his homeland for 
France; four years later, in response to 
the publication (in French) of The 
Book of Laughter and Forgetting, his 
citizenship was revoked. Kundera is 
. now a non-person in Czechoslovakia, 
one of the ; literary "disappeared". Yet 
given all this, he insists that his work is 
dot to be read, as Westerners seem 
incapable of avoiding, as a polemic 
against the new Czech regime. During 
q. television discussion of The Joke, ft 
was praised as "a major indictment of 
Stalinism”. Kundera Was quick to 
reply, "Spare me your Stalinism. The

Kundera’s great theme is the rela- 
tion between public and private, a 
relation that makes the sexual leverage 
of The Joke so dangerous. His novels, 
and particularly his most recent, The 
Unbearable Lightness of Being, are 
obsessed with images or betrayed in- 
timacy and public display: lost love 
letters and diaries in Tne Book of 
Laughter and Forgetting , group sex, 
nudist beaches; during the invasion of 
Czechoslovakia in 1968 young girls in 
microskirts necked passionately with 
their boyfriends in front of sex-starved 
Soviet tank crews. Kundera sees that 
something has shifted under the weight 
of historical movement. Where once 
history was merely the backdrop to the 
individual adventure of private life, 
now history has become the adven- 
ture , the foreground , and private life a 
banal counterpoint to it. 

The lovers in the new novel shift 
from one to another, imagining In each 
the faces and bodies of the others, 
detached from their own bodies, look-

ingdown from above. Backdrop is the 
key word. It is a function of our 
psychological - and ultimately political 
- health how well or ill we are able to 
detach individual objects, from the 
fuzz and shimmer of their background. 
Where the normal person sees a cat or 
a house in a picture, the schizophrenic 
sees only jumble. Kundera knows that 
politics is a contrivance, a convenient 
means of blaming all human ills on nn 
abstraction. War and repression are 
merely human vices given polite 
names. History, which is vice rational- 
ized. robs us or our ability to see others 
as separate people rather than as part 
of the landscape. There are 800 pages 
on this in Sartre if you can stand the 
jargon. For Sartre and for Immanuel 
Kant, the Categorical Imperative was 
that we must treat others as ends, 
never as means. 

Kundera is concerned less with poli- 
tics than with human, nature, not as a 
moralist, but as a philosopher. In 
Lightness, people are each other’s 
means; foreground and background 
constantly merge and blur; human 
reality is always being fixed by some- 
one else. Sabina’s paintings are “im- 
peccably realistic” (and thus ideologi- 
cally sound) but with their realism 
ruptured by bizarre disruptions of 
perspective and surface; "the surface. 


an intelligible lie; underneath, the 
unintelligible truth". 

It’s a cfichfi that Iron Curtain writing 
js always about the survival of the 
individual against the smothering 
backdrop of totalitarianism. It’s no 
coincidence that Kundera's main set- 
ting is Prague, Kafka’s city. Prague

One message of Kundcrn's work is 
the difficulty, the near impossibility, of 
writing in a country which has under- 
gone virtually the entire spectrum of 
modern history. The Western obses- 
sion with writing - "graphomania" - is 
part of Prague's heritage in so far as 
Prague is part of the West. But writing 
is only possible in a country where little 
happens, where people are reasonably 
comfortable and Isolated in their own 
homes and selves. Kundera underlines 
the contradiction by contrasting the 
privacy of letters and diaries, which 
demand no audience but which nrc 
non-problematic, and the public life of 
fiction, which insists on one and relies 
on ambiguity. You can be either a 
human being or o writer.

Fascinating the way people find their 
different ways to immortality. 
Edmund Gosse, hoping to stake out 
his plot on Parnassus as a poet, 
ultimately found a place on the lower 
slopes with his memoir Father and Son. 
But this is only one book in a vast 
outpouring; there were, besides, no 
less than 5uorso works of criticism and 
biography, and articles beyond num- 
ber, executed against competition 
from full-time jobs neld throughout his 
life. 

MrsThwnite gives, first, a perspec- 
tive on Father. and Son, in which 
Gosse, writing at nearly 60, sidesteps 
the facts on occasion as he recreates 
the struggle for survival against repres- 
sion by the Plymouth Brethren, a 
struggle which continued long Rfter he 
had reached 20 and the book ends. He 
I remained guilt-prone, with a compen- 
sating hunger for approval which made 
him prone to flattery both offered and 
received, and hence his gullibility with 
the forger T J Wise, who was as adept 
as Gosse himself at currying favour; 
Mrs Tliwaile clears Gosse of anything 
more than innocent complicity. 

But everywhere facts are dug out 
and thoroughly forked over. She re- 
futes too the notion that Gosse was 
looking at pornographic photos during 
Browning's funeral service, and proves 
conclusively that Virginia WoolFs out- 
rage at his letter to Robbie Ross, in 
1895 at the height of the Wilde scandal, 
a unjustified. About Gosse 's own 
nomottxualiiy she is coolly sensible. 
His love for Hamo Tbomeycroft,

which gave him the four happiest, if 
often uneasy, years of his life, wasn’t 
consummated, it didn't compromise 
Gosse’s happy marriage, and 
homosexual feelings died down in later 
life. Certainly he was no lifelong secret 
homosexual as has been generally 
assumed. 

■The recorded hostility of Blooms- 
bury might easily have put Mrs 
Thwaite on the defensive, hut she 
doesn't plead a case. Against Gosse’s 
exuberant bookishness - “A folio 
Beaumont and Fletcher tilted against 
the stomach Is a great solace at times" - 
she sets his "genius for inaccuracy", in 
Henry James's phrase, which pro- 
voked John Thurston Collins’ attack 
on him in 1886 and seriously under- 
mined his claims to be considered a 
scholar. 

And there is his snobbery. James 
worried that he was being “doomed to

draughty Dukeries” - others were 
scathing. But addiction to Dukes was 
consonant with his authentic genius for ! 
knowing people, and the literary land- 
scape of the apt subtitle is a wondrous 
one, justifying the 500 packed pages. 
New in London in the 1860s, young 
Gosse is soon hobnobbing with the 
Pre-Raphaelites. Rossetti has recently 
published the poems buried with Liz- 
zie in Highgate Cemetary, while it is 
Gosse's love for Swinburne, with his 
balloon of red hair, which helped 
release him from any vital relationship 
with Christ. Tennyson is grandly 
evoked in the early pages: on the way 
Gosse spots the newest infant genius 
Kipling: in the final pages he is liking 
the Sitwells but tne Picassos and 
Modiglianis on their walls arc a shock 
to the great Victorian. By his side 
throughout this large progress arc his 
contemporaries James and Hardy. 
Material in abundance for his delight- 
ful gift for portraiture. 

Mrs Thwaite has ransacked his 
thousands of letters for quotations, 
which she floats easily on her text, 
together with the letters and diaries of 
others too, among whom James, his 
manner changing as time passes, is of 
course undisputed star. She moves 
familiarly through the entire period, 
comparing, say, Gosse's wife's altitude 
to his knighthood - she was a reluctant 
Ladyship - with Hardy's first wife's, 
who resented that, by choosing an 
OM. Hardy avoided sharing his hon- 
our with her. Hence ihe book's close 
texture.

The two volumes of her autobiogra- 
phy, The Tamarisk Tree, made her 
known to a new generation, and now 
The Dora Russell Reader gathers a few 
of her many writings in a convenient 
paperback collection. The best things 
in it arc the earliest - tile whole of tne 
tract Hypatia, or Woman and Know- 
ledge (1925), and two extracts each 
from The Right to Be Happy (1927) 
and In Defence of Children (1932) - 
though some of her later journalism in 
anarchist and humanist periodicals is 
also impressive. The trouble is not so 
much that she has lost her touch as that 
society lias at last caught up with her. 

In her new book she has tried to stay 
ahead of society, but has at last fallen 
behind it. The Religion of the Machine 
Age took more than. 60 years to 
complete, but it remains incomplete. It 
is a miniature history of human 
thought and activity from the point of 
view of feminism - or rather, nnti- 
masculism - attacking reason and 
intellect, philosophy and science, tech- 
nology and industry, war and the state. 


all as manifestations of the male spirit 
which has perverted the true nature of 
humanity. It has been over-praised as 
much ot her earlier work has been 
under-praised. 

The trouble is that, in trying to 
redress the traditional bias against 
women, she leans too far the other 
way. She rightly emphasizes the 
female contributions to civilization, 
but wrongly omits the male contribu- 
tions to her thesis - William Morris and 
■ Kropotkin, for example, or Gandhi 
anduanilo Dolci. She makes too many 
mistakes and misunderstandings. 
Above all. her main thesis is both false 
and absurd. Machines have been im- 
mensely important to humanity, but 
man does not worship them; and how 
seriously can one take nn attack on Ihe 
machine age which has been written on 
a typewriter (as may be seen from the 
photograph of the author on the 


jacket) and produced and distributed 
by a series or machines, or an attack on 
reason and intellect which is expressed 
in rational and intellectual terms? 
Finally, os her ally in so many of her 
struggles, 1 feel excluded by her 
dogmatic division of humanity into 
good women and bad men.

The Hcar( of Philosophy. By Jacob

It may be significant that as the Schools 
Examination Council has approved 
the Associated Examtng Board’s new 
syllabus for a philosophy A level, there 
are some important rumblings to be 
heard within the higher echelons of the 
philosophical world. In particular, the 
growing rapprochement between con- 
tinental ana Anglo-American strands 
of thought has raised fundamental 
questions about the stateofphilosophy 
as practised in universities today. Tins 
movement is exemplified in the work 
of Richard Rorty, who claims that 
certain perennial issues and sacred 
philosophical cows have outlived their 
usefulness. Furthermore, he argues 
that we must dispense with the whole 
notion of philosophy as a specialized 
professional domain or “Fach". 

Needle man’s book shares in these 
.conclusions but with a telling differ- 
ence. While the critiques offered by 
Rorty and others remain committed to 
a relatively technical and high altitude 
style, Nccdlemon writes in an altog- 
ether more passionate and literary 
idiom. He argues that modem philoso- 
phy as a discipline has lost Us way, and

Ruth Benedict's slim volume, written 
during the zenith of Nazi control over 
Europe and now republished in paper- 
back, remains a classic exposition of 
the arguments to be marshalled against 
all forms of racism. 

In lucid and succinct prose, Benedict 
argues that the concept of race is a 
purely taxonomic one based on the 
average distribution among different 
groups of a limited number of inher- 
ited characteristics. There is no sub- 
stantive scientific evidence to suggest 
that psychological factors like Intelli- 
gence are related to racial differences. 
Neither- does the term "race” refer to 
existing nations or other groups, be- 
cause these have been formed after 
continuous migration and inter-niar- 
riage. It follows that no culture, na- 
tion-slate or “blood" group may legiti- 
mately lay claim to the status of racial 
superiority over arty other group. 

it is Important to understand how, in 
spite of the powerful logia which can be. 
wielded against it, the fact of racial 
discrimination will often be left intact, 
This is one of the burdens of Rex and 
Tomlinson's extensively researched 
account of the life chances of. West 
Indian and Asian residents in Hands- 
worth, Birmingham. 

The central thrust of -this quasi- 
Manrist exercise in urban sociology is 
the claim that colonial immigrants in 
British cities have not become assimi- 
lated to- mainstream • \vhitc working 
class society, but. that they form in- 
stead 1 an ' under-privileged and In- 
creasingly alienated "under-class".; : 

Supporting (his claim’ with an in- 
formative and persuasive analysis of 
the employment, housing and educa- 
tion Situations of a large sample of the 
Handsworth population, the authors 
contend that unless something is done, 
the creation of this "underefass” will 
eventually lead to wider forms, of 
conflict within ihc community. 

In .view of. the political fact of life 
that It is elect orally unprofitable for 
file major parties to make special 
efforts in support of immigrants fight- 
ing racialism, Rex .and TOmljnson 
conclude that greater emphasis on' 
multi-cultural education '.and a more 
sustained commitment ; to political 
organization both offer some nope of 
forestalling (he coming crisis in race 
relations. •

claims that the essence of this way is to 
he rediscovered in the mystical roots of 
the Platonic and Pythagorean tradi- 
tions. Philosophy must "remember” 
these origins in a movement of thought 
that cannot be restricted to the purely 
cognitive mode but which encompas- 
ses the complete being of the inquiring 
subject. !n short, philosophy must be 
identical with self-inquiry; not in the 
sense of the ego-bound and introspec- 
tive cravings (hat characterize (he 
greater part of our psychic lives; but in 
a rare sense that is experienced both as 
n loss or self and as a passion for truth. 
This passion, “Eros”, in Plato's sense, 
surfaces at crucial junctures in the lives 
of individuals. According to Needle- 
man it is nn energy source that must be 
lapncd nnd cultivated. 

Needle man’s task is to prove the 
seemingly counter-intuitive claim that 
“Man cannot live without Philoso- 
phy'’. His account mingles autobiogra- 
phy and intellectual history in an 
honest and engaging fashion. This is 
most apparent in Part II of the book 
which describes his experience of 
teaching philosophy to a group of high 
school children. They symbolize for 
him a raw nnd formless innocence 
which is simultaneously a receptivity to 
“large'' questions in life and an unsup- 
pressed vitality for inquiry. Such a 


view clearly contradicts standard ideas 
that the more abstract intellectual and 
emotional faculties mature, if at nil, 
later in life. In contrast, Needleman 
claims that modern adult living ex- 
hausts and suppresses authentic ques- 
tioning, creating a inchoate frustration 
amid the swirl of Western material 
affluence. 

Needleman 's proposed reading list 
for his sixth form pupils is worth 
mention. The exclusion of such found- 
ing fathers of argumentative rigour ns 
Descartes and Hume in favour of such 
works as Castaneda's The Teaching oj 
Don Him would lie likely to raise 
eyebrows - particularly within the 
AEB whose course is traditional to say 
the least. However. Nccdlcnian reap- 
praises rather than dismisses the main- 
stream historical representatives of 
philosophical thought and seeks to 
communicate an “authentic" core 
within their work. It is this that has 
been forgotten in favour of refining 
and sharpening the tools of logical 
analysis. Needleman endeavours to 
challenge the arid educational reality 
which tne academic study of philoso- 
phy has become with a revitalized and 
fulfilling approach with which to re- 
gard and unravel the problems of the 
self and its environment. 

To some extent Needleman antici- 


pates his critics. The children who are 
the subjects of his leaching experiment 
lire not. after all. typical - rather they 
are the privileged dependants of 
affluent parents. Further more. 
Nccdlcmun's cxisiciitinl-ui)Mienl pers- 
pective ihrcnlens at limes to dissolve 
into the worst excesses of Californian 
“cubism”. Clearly philosophy must re- 
main the very antithesis of such forms 
of irrationalism. It is here dim the 
value of rigour and clarity in reasoning 
- the Cartesian heritage - must be 
recognized. However, beneath these 

( rnrochial dangers. The Henri Of phi- 
osophv brings to view an important 
issue. Sixth form studies in philosophy 
must he saved from becoming dilute 
versions of their university counter- 
parts. While Needleman fails to enter- 
tain or describe the large questions of 
life that characterize "authentic" in- 
quiry into any detail, the Platonic 
image of “Eros” ai the heart of the 
process is nevertheless compulsive. It 
would be a sad irony if those who sit 
the first examination for the philoso- 
phy A level in 1985 had cultivated a 
remote intellectual relationship with 
just another “subject". They would do 
well to read Needleman.

Centre and discovers a ‘multi-media experience'

On May 17 Prince Charles formally 
opened the first major permanent 
exhibition on Northern England's 
Aoglo-Scandlnavinn heritage. Only 
the raising of the Mary Rose perhaps 
has exceeded the publicity and media 
attention devoted to the project. A 
■ massive sum - £2.6 million - has been 
spent on creating the Jorvik Centre. 
The English Tourist .Board was so 
convinced it would attract more visi- 
tors to York that it was willing to invest 
£250.000 in the project. The rest of the 
funding came from private investors. 

Since Easter during its Informal 
phase of opening it has drawn huge 
crowds. Queues Tiavc stretched hun- 
dreds of yards, waiting has been up to 1 
four hours (though pre-arranged visits ' 
have got in at their appointed times 
without delay). 

■ The Jorvik Centre stands on the site 


of the Coppergate excavations, carried 
out by the York Archaeological Trust 
under the direction of Peter Addymun 
between 1976 and 1982. They revealed 
dense Anglo-Scandinavian occupation 
an the edge of the old Roman city of 
Eboracum, not far from the banks of 
the river Ouse. Following an apparent- 
ly unoccupied Anglian period. Viking 
dominated Jorvik saw the site occu- 
pied by four houses. 

The great collection of rubbish

history. The Castle Museum with its 
wonderful nineteenth century street 
assemblages, shops and rooms hns 
long been an example to other 
museums genuinely interested in com- 
munication, especially to children. 

The Jorvik Centre uses three con- 
trasting approaches in demonstrating 
their views of Viking life. First tradi- 
tional disnlav cases Tor (he site finds. 


second a part of the site preserved ns it 
was at the end of excavation together 
with a reproduction archaeological 
laboratory, and finally, the most dis- 
tinctive feature of the Centre, a recon- 
struction of the area “as it wns". The 
inspiration may have been the Cnstlc 
Museum, but Madam Tussauds and 
Disneyland appear to have been equal- 
ly strong influences. 

All visits follow the same route, 
walking down past wall descriptions 
outlining the Viking background of the 
North East accompanied ny sounds of 
waves and crackling flames, to reach 
the cars which will carry visitors into 
the "reconstruction” urea. As they 
move slowly by, and even through, the 
thatched houses, Magnus Magnusson 
“talks" about what we are seeing. 

Sound effects arc used to enhance 
the impact of the full size model figures 
who sit around fires, haggle at a 
jeweller's table, or spin and weave 
yarn. Children yell across the street in 
Norse; appropriate smells pervade the 
air. The car then moves on to the 
excavation area with its pegs, baskets 
and metal bulwarks, originally there to 
hold back the mud, now of course 
backed with concrete. Only when the 
visitors reach the finds gallery is it 
passible for them to walk around and 
take their own time looking at the 
materials. 

Special provision for schools has 
also been carefully considered. In 
addition to providing far group visits, a 
schools' officer will visit schools to 
discuss the work of the archaeologists 
on Viking York and provide artifacts 
for children to handle. Slide sets of 
both excavations and reconstructions 
should help make follow-up work 
more effective; Information sheets 
summarize various aspects of life and, 
more excitingly, reproduction docu- 
ments will be made available with 
translations. Also available from the 
Centre are a wall poster, a story and 
some rather expensive reproduction 
objects such as a resin comb for nearly 
£24. Children can also have a coin 
struck on a replica of the Jorvik die for 
50 pence a go. 

, Yet for nlfthe enormous investment 
m modem technology, the Centre 
leaves a strong, nagging feeling of 
disappointment. ThcMngnusson com- 
mentary may be brilliantly balanced 
with the 54 other sound channels from 
70 speakers, but what happens is that 
we adjust to this over-riding experi- 
ence in much the same way as we do to 
a great deal of television: with half- 
concentration and semi-involvcmcnt.

With child abuse ever on the 
increase, teenage pregnancies rising, 
single parents accounting for a fifth of 
all families and the old informal net- 
works of family and community practi- 
cally gone in many inner cities, educa- 
tion is going to have to replace old folk 
traditions imbibed in the home. To 
judge from the excellent new series 
from BBC Schools Television, this will 
not be altogether a negative change. 

in the first programme of Child Core 
and Parenthood, “Where I'm At", 
students at the Stanley Denson High 
School in Brighton discuss and display 
their work in Child Studies. They run a 
playgroup for parents and toddlers in 
their classroom once a month, do 
individual child observation and take 
the children on outings. 

It was clear that they had already 
learnt a lot, both by collating their own 
recollections of childhood with what 
they saw going on and by talking to 
their own parents and the parents of 
the children in the group. As the very 
helpful teachers' notes point out, one 
of tne most important lessons to learn 
is bend, kneel or squat to talk to a child 
on his or her own level: empathy, end 
' hence patience, is more easily 


of the child's situation was well re- 
flected in an incident observed by a 
student. “His parents were quarreling 
and not paying him attention and he 
couldn't make them so in the end he 
knocked a bottle of ketchup off the 
shelves and it went flying everywhere 
and then they were really angry and hit 
him hard."

various babies and families through 
the early years. Among those chosen 
are a black single mother and a child 
with Down's syndrome. Apart from 
the unfortunately stereotypical choice 
of a black woman as a single parent, 
the treatment of this woman’s life was 
also too non-judgmentai. Her prob- 
lems- no real family network, lack of 
money, hassles with the DHSS, a 
i personal preference for quiet solitude 
- were shown, but no hint given either 
of the various supporting agencies 
which she could have learnt to call on, 
from networks of other mothers to 
Council nurseries, or of the option of 
adoption when such a life is just too 
difficult - and no shame to her. 

The Down’s syndrome family simi- 
larly appeared ignorant both of the 
very real help in tuition that voluntary 
societies can nelp to make available for 
mentally handicapped people and of 
the measures that individuals can take, 
whether they be slightly cranky (diet, 
minerals, etc) or well proven (reading 
schemes). While an improvement on 
the “lock 'em up and throw away the 
key” attitude, their decision not to 
make any concession but to treat their 
son as “just another member of the 
family”, will, I’ni afraid, have just as 
likely bad repercussions as the con- 
trary error of concentrating on the 
Down's syndrome child to tnc exclu- 
sion of his normal sibling. This is not to 
deny the love clearly visible in the 
family, but to point out a line the 
teacher ought to take, since the BBC 
muffed it. 

“I want to feel I'm mature enough 
and not feel the child is threatening 
me,” one student commented as she 
reflected on future parenthood. Most 
of the families wliicn were shown did 
fulfil this ideal and it was enjoyable ns 
well as instructive to see parents 
preparing for the arrival of their new 
baby (in one case adopted) in the 
second programme, adjusting to it in 
the third and developing a relationship 
in the fourth. The final part of the 
scries looks at the good way to prepare 
a child for school and is standard but 
well done. With the great variety of 
races and family structures which the 
programme makers have managed to 
include, the sensitive discussion of 
conflicting feelings and the stress on 
the role ot the father, there should be 
something for everyone here. 

Claire Rayner is an oh-so-sympathe- 
tic presenter of BBC Schools Radio's 
counterpart series. This is somewhat 
less successful, probably because 
merely hearing a wailing infant does 
not really suggest any reason why 
anyone would want to be involved with 


Looking on the bright side, with 
Margaret Percy’s determinedly cheer- 
ful presentation to gloss over the 
inevitable gaps in coherence in any 
young person's account of herself, 
Coming of Age in Britain: 1984 looks at 
five ordinary youngsters who are turn- 
ing 18. Four of the five are first- 
generation Britons whose, parents im- 
migrated here from another country. 
Sandra's parents come for St Lucia, 
Bilquis's from Pakistan, Lembit's from 
Estonia and Margaret’s from Hong- 
kong. Mark, the indigenously English 
boy, Is In the Army. Interweaving 
scenes from everyday life with direct 
, remarks from the protagonist has pro- 
-duced a lively series with good material 
'for discussion. 

Each radio portrait throws up diffe- 
rent angles, but all the youngsters are 
united m their desire to get on. Sandra , 
has a job as a secretary. She saves a 
great part of her salary, gives o lot to 
her Mum, and spends the rest down

such a creature in the first place. A 
great point in the series’ favour is that 
it docs start before birth with advice on 
giving up tobacco, drugs and alcohol. 
Diet could have been stressed too, 
however. There is a programme on a 
14-year-old single mother and , again, 1 
feel this can hardly be mode too 
discouraging. Usefully, there is some 
focus on Asian patterns of child- 
rearing and a look at children raised in 
a kibbutz. 

The series does pay much more: 
attention to solving problems than its 
television cousin and for this reason 
should be used wjtb it.

working. Others incorporate for exam- 
ple wrong mathematics. 

The existence of particular items of 
poor educational software is often 
explained away in terms of attempts to 
apply the technology to inappropriate 
subject areas or as resulting from a lack 
of input from experienced school 
teachers. However, much of the poor 
software on small microcomputers is 
dealing with subject areas previously 
tackled successfully on larger powerful 
maioframe computers and very often 
the author turns out to be an experi- 
enced teacher without training in com- 
puter science. 

In tho commercial world it is recog-, 
nized that the design and implementa- 
tion of computer programs is a skilled 
task requiring substantial training and 
meriting a nigh salary. Yet in the 
educational world we find teachers 
who have taught themselves one.pro- 
gramming language on one micro- 
computer encouraged to tackle pro- 
jects which require a whole battery of 
educational, design and computing 
skills. Implementing a good teaching 
program is a considerably harder task 
than producing a textbook because the 
program must adapt to the different 
responses of the different pupils. 

One reason why a teacher who 
would not devote his summer holidays 
to writing a best-selling textbook will 
spend bis weekend on a teaching 
package, is that it is easy to write 
simple, programs for simple tasks. 
However, as the complexity of the 
teaching task increases, the complexity 
of the programming task often in- 
creases exponentially. A package with 
five functions may be many more than 
five times harder to design than a one 
: function package because we have to 
consider the interaction of each func- 
tion with the other-four. 7 • ~ ' 

The. teacher with programming 
aspirations is hired by the pleasure of- 


grams, into a trap which includes 
underpowered microcomputers with 
small memories equipped with pro- 
gramming languages such as BASIC 
which are quite unsuitable for serious 
software development. The education- 
al programmers life is made even 
harder Decause dialects of Basic vary 
from microcomputer to microcompu- 
ter as do the graphics facilities, filing ; 
systems and the operating systems 
which the programs will use or be 
controlled by. 

The long term solution to the prob- 
lem of poor quality educational soft- 
ware is quite clear. The experience of 
the commercial world or computer 
sdence In software development and 
the academic world of psychology on 
learning-processes and cognitive skills 
must be drawn on. Educational soft- 
ware production requires a team effort 
which Includes a programmer, a cogni- 
tive psychologist, an educational tech- 
nologist and experienced teachers. 

There should also be a dear distinc- 
tion between software development 
and delivery. Programs should be 
developed ns prototypes using power- 
ful software and hardware facilities. In 
particular a high level language that 
permits the use of structured program- 
ming techniques should be employed. 
The prototypes should then be tested 
with pupils and teachers in real class- 
rooms. .1 

When developmental testing is com- 
pleted, particular versions of the pack- 
age can be delivered on specific micro- 
computers. During the design phase

There are various good omens for 
the future. One software tool that 
promises some help but is not yet 
mature is the authoring system. An 
authoring system is intended to mnkc it 
easy for the educationist with limited 
programming ability to generate 
teaching software. Currently these are 
best suited to producing automated 
programmed learning tests with 
frames of information and multiple 
choice questions. However, there are 
some new developments incorporating 
more sophisticated programming tech- 
niques which include the work of Dr 
Richard Brandt at Utah and Ken Tair 
at Leeds. 

Artificial Intelligence research is an 
obvious source of lie Ip for the educa- 
tional programmer because that is 
where modern computer science 
meets cognitive psychology. Pro- 
gramming languages which are being 


experimented with in education chat 
originated here, include LOGO. 
PROLOG and SMALLTALK. There 
are also a variety of intelligent 
computer tutors which include natural 
language interfaces and models of the 
individual student’s state of know- 
ledge. One recent pleasing piece of 
work by Mike Fox while ne was at 
Essex University builds on computer 
models of arithmetic skills to provide 
rudimentary expert systems which can 
diagnose errors in subtraction. 

Another important source of in- 
formation comes from field studies 
carried out by cognitive anthropolog- 
ists in their attempts to understand 
human computer interactions. For ex- 
ample, Dr Tom Malone for his Stan- 
ford PhD analysed the various compo- 
nents of successful computer games 
and Dr Jim Levin at San Diego has 
been observing the educational use of 
computers in non-school settings. 


Range of skills 


It is possible to produce good quality 
teaching programs and languages for 
learners. Success depends on under- 
standing what has been achieved in the 
past jn a variety of errors and in 
ensuring that an appropriate ranee of 
skills are applied to the various educa- 
tional and computing design problems 
that are met en route to making 
valuable contributions.

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W e are all hooked on micro 
computers, that’s for sure. 
You wouldn't be reading 
this if you weren’t. But we 
are still waiting to find out what they 
really do to help the clients - the 
learners -for whom, we are told, these 
devices hold so much promise. It’s a 
trifle surprising to realize that a whole 
new educational system is being de- 
veloped which is almost entirely based 
upon rhetoric. There's no proof, yet, 
that computers make for better lear- 
ners. Nor, for that matter, is there 
proof that better learners ultimately 
make better computers. Still, we are 
all hooked, so there must be something 
in it. The trouble is that computers 
have arrived too fast, and while we are 
struggling to assimilate their potential 
and accommodate their whimsical 
ways we haven't had much time to 
actually think about what the “some- 
thing" might be. . . 

Even the experts are a bit baffled. 
They sold computers to us so that we 
could play games. Many of us had to

are also now hooked on Educational 
Software: so watching the tv screen for 
hours is OK. So too is pressing a few 
keys now and then, reading the usually 
appalling prose in the manuals, filling 
in spaces instead of writing proper 
sentences, talking tbe new acronymic 
language -all of this is OK because it’s 
Education. Everything we know can 
now be boiled down to the seven 
character words these machines seem 
to need. Life, as they say, is just a bowl 
of binary bits. 1 

However, one of the old 11 charac- 
ter words which needs more attention 
is Information. We are using it, but 
(here’s a hollow ring- ask anyone what 
Information is ana you will hear the 
hollows. Try to “write down all you 
know" about Information and see how 
the string of your thinking ties itself 
into knots. Clive Sinclair tells us that 
"electronics is replacing man’s mind, 
just as steam replaced man’s muscle.” 

But computers can only add and 
compare - until we can show them a 
Mind, how can they replace or even 
copy it? We don’t entirely know what a 
Mind can do, but we do know that it is 
the most complex, sophisticated in- 
formation processor around. So if we 
want to use machines to free our minds 
from drudgery then we need to know 
about Minas - and about Information . 
For in many ways, Mind is Informa- 
tion, 

All our senses converge upon In- 
formation and our Mind processes this 
into feelings, knowledge and action. 
When we study, we are acquiring 
information, processing it, stonng it, 
organizing it, and retrieving it in order 
to apply or use it. Information is an 
Important commodity - and arguably 
the fastest-developing com modity that

It's complicated -because 
we are complicated. And if we want to 
see microelectronics as the new steam, 
we simply must try to understand 
Information, the tapestry of the hu- 
man mind. More important perhaps is 
that we help tomorrow's adults, to- 
day’s young people to understand. 

How else will we develop the 
machines and programs and delivery 
systems that will allow man to be 
Controller? If we allow a half-intclli-

gent system to leach our children, what 
will happen to their minds?

if we pay more attention to Informa- 
tion, iess to Technology, and more 
attention to the human, cognitive 
skills/ strategies for handling Informa- 
tion - maybe Sinclair's steam analogy 
would hold water.

Wc are trying hard to consider such

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J udging educational software, like 
judging a textbook or an audio- 
visual aid, is ultimately a personal 
and subjective activity, ft all de- 
pends on how you want to use it, with 
your students, in your own teaching 
situation. Even so, it is extremely 
useful to have some kind of checklist or 
aide-memoire for judging any teaching 
aid - particularly it you are about to 
make a decision which involves £20 or 
£30. At one extreme, various scoring 
systems have been put forward for 
judging educational programs. One 
magazine gives programs a score out of 
10 (typically ranging from 1/10 to 9/10) 
based on graphics, sound, documenta- 
tion, packaging and so on. Another 
uses an attitude ranking scale for 
children, ranging from 1 ( ,l best liked") 
to 4 (“least liked"). 

At the other extreme, people have 
suggested that any a priori, objective 
judgment of computer software is an 
impossible dream - software can only 
be properly evaluated by actually using 
it over a period of time with children, 
in school classrooms, within the con- 
straints of the current curriculum. 

This is certainly true of a full 
evaluation, of a program, a textbook 


or any other teaching aid. But often 
judgments and decisions have lo be 
made fairly quickly, in a kind of 

f ireview session. This is where a chcck- 
ist comes in useful. 

What 1 hope to present here is a 
format for judging educational soft- 
ware, which can act as an aid to “gut 
reaction" and intuition but does not 
pretend tobe eithcra scoring system or 
an objective framework for evalua- 
tion. It does not form an exhaustive list 
but a setpE criteria which can be taken 
One after the other'. These criteria can 
be divided into four main . groups: 
technical, practical, subjective _ and 
• education! (see Table).

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I T is paradoxical that in the educa- 
tion system schools have been 
encouraged to acquire micro- 
computers with government assist- 
ance, but that funds are rarely avail- 
able for software or for in-depth 
training for teachers. As a consequ- 
ence schools tend to concentrate on 
the hardware, and on particular di- 
alects of the outdated BASIC language 
that tends to accompany it. The Alvey 
Report on Advanced Information 
Technology recommended instead 
that “languages should be chosen with 
an eye to the future". The principal 
contenders for school use would be 
LOGO, PROLOG and SMALLTALK. 
The first two are becoming available 
on the whole range of school micro- 
computers, and the influence of 
Smalltalk is beginning to be fell 
though full systems are not yet acces- 
sible for schools. 

In this article I will concentrate on 
micro-PROLOG, an implemen- 
tation of Prolog for microcomputers, 
and also try to provide a context for 
the understanding of the potential of 
Logo and Smalltalk. 

All three languages derive from the 
research tradition of Artificial Intelli- 
gence: that is, rather than starting with 
a concern for the capabilities of par- 
ticular computers, the focus of emph- 
asis has been human thinking and 
learning. In educational terms that 
means a preference for a Piagetinn 
rather than Skinnerian view of 
learning.

This program drnws its strength 
from the “expert system" facilities 
provided by micro-ProlOjg. Most im- 
portantly, it takes a clear description of 
a particular subject, in this case a class 
banda worksheet prepared by Eli- 
zabeth Hussain, and opens it up to 
flexible use, extension and sent tiny. 
The computer drops out of considera- 
tion except us the means of helping us 
solve a problem collaboratively, enabl- 
ing us to go beyond our normal limits 
ot reasoning and information reten- 
tion. 

Micro-Prolog can be used in any 
areas that we care to describe explicit- 
ly. Research projects are now under 
way in History nnd the Humanities.

No computer expert system can 
hope to rival tlie teaclier, an “expert 
systems” on legs.

On today's small school com- 
puters it can help motivate thinking 
and questioning. 

Already the group nt MIT that pro- 
duced Logo arc working on systems 
incorporating elements of Prolog and 
Smalltalk. Wc can start out explora- 
tion on some of the microcomputers 
now in our classrooms: the Research 
Machines and Sinclair Spectrum 
already offer Micro-Prolog and Logo, 
soon to be joined by the BBC micro, 
and the Commodore A4.

Micro-Prolog is a powerful tool for 
teaching descriptive or declarative 
thinking: how to describe things. 
When in Logo we want to draw a 
square, we are concerned with the 
order in which we do things, one at a 
time. This can help introduce conven- 
tional computing, where, with only 
one processor in the computer, we 
need to order our instructions into a 
sensible sequence. There could, 
however, be numerous ways of drawing 
a square, including getting- three 
friends to help, each drawing a side. 

The new computers that are being 
built, the “fifth generation", will be 
different in design from the present and 
past computers. In particular, they will 
have numerous processors which will 
mean they can solve problems in 
parallel. Conventional languages such 
u BASIC, FORTRAN and PASCAL 
Will be relatively ineffective compared 
with logic programming and functional 
programming languages which will act 
as the machine languages of the new 
computers. 

Users will not need detailed know- 
edge of low-level languages, and a 
large proportion of applications soft- 
ware will be produced automatically, 
Duildmg on current research.

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Chip famine 

Ray Hammond surveys the hardware 
situation and argues that schools are being 
granted a much-needed breathing space 


market and according to the Econom- 
ist Intelligence Unit the market grew 
by 170 per cent in 1983 with sales worth 
£127 million. Hie projection for this 
year is that the figure will rise to £371 
million and that 85 per cent of the 
programs sold will be for microcompu- 
ters costing under £2,000. 

It is clear that the microcomputer 
market is still booming, but the hard- 
ware manufacturers have been caught 
out by a very severe chip famine. It has 
long been thought that microchips 
would become so cheap that micro- 
computers could be produced at a cost 
simitar to pocket calculators, but this 


It is almost impossible now for a new 
micro manufacturer to find micro- 
processor chips. Waiting times for 
chips such as the Intel 8271. used in 
disc drive systems for the BBC micro- 
computer, nave lengthened to many 
months and the price of the chip hns 
doubled in the lust year. 

This situation has several implica- 
tions for education, but, most or nil it 
provides much-nccdcd breathing 
space. Slow-moving institutions such 
as schools and colleges have had 
problems keeping up with micro- 
computer progress in the last five 
years; as soon as one computer system 
was purchased it seemed as though 
there was a new and better model 
available for half the price. 

It also means that manufacturers arc 
likely to be forced to concentrate on 
supporting and developing their ex- 
isting ranges of machines rather than 
rushing new models on to the market 
regardless of the fact that many of the 

□ mised extras for previous models 
never materialized. 

The debacle of the QL launch must 
have cost Sinclnir any chance of (min- 
ing the contract to build a BBC 
computer and must have been a salu- 
tary Lesson to any manufacturer plan- 
ning premature product announce- 
ments. 

Acorn have also been guilty of 
announcing products and then forcing 
users to waft long periods until they 
became available. 

One long awaited Acorn peripheral 
is the add-on ZrRO processor. Inis has 
just been launched along with the 
all-important expansion box for (ho 
Electron. These two peripheral items 
will do more for educators than any 
number of newer, cheaper or better 
micros as it will allow them to exploit 
the potential of the technology they 
already possess. 

The Electron expansion will be 
snapped up by thousands of users who. 
have been frustrated by the machine’s 
inability to communicate. At Inst the 
computer can be connected to a 
printer, and disc drives and oilier 
peripherals can now be attached. Tills 
now mnkes the computer n realistic 
option for schools ulrcndy equipped 
with BBC machines which want to 
expurnl their computing power within 
a limited budget. Software to exploit 
the potential offer will flood on to tlu* 
market over the next six months and 
this will undoubtedly include graphics 
programs, wordproccssing and main- 
stream educational mnterinl. 

The Z-80 processor for the BBC 
micro enables the computer to run 
CP/M - undoubtedly the most populor 
operating . system for 8-bit micro- 
computers. For those unfamiliar with 
operating systems, CP/M stands for 
"Control Program for Micro-

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There are not many signposts to guide 
us through the quagmire of education- 
al computing. It nas all happened 
rather loo fast for a consensus to have 
emerged. There is one principle, 
however, which is widely quoted, 
completely valid, and universally 
ignored: first decide what you want to 
do, and then buy the machine that lets 
you do it. 

Unfortunately, many schools - par- 
ticularly primary schools - have had 
machines chosen for them, and have 
subsequently found that the available 
software is educationally unsound, or 
that suitable software just does not 
exist. What is more, there has been a 
tendency to confuse quantity with 
quality. More and more teachers are 
coming to see the provision of two or 
three powerful packages as more im- 
portant than the acquisition of count- 
less drill-and-practice programs 
however breathtaking the graphics or 
earsplitting the souna-effects. 

Many primary schools are now 
giving priority to just three areas: 
information handling, . word- 
processing, and programming. It is this 
last area, that of programming that, 
until now, has caused particular prob- 
lems in UK schools. For In order to 
teach children to program, it is neces- 
sary to provide them with a suitable 
programming language. BASIC is not 
a suitable programming language. 

At present, the only contender for a 
first programming language at primary 
level is LOGO. American children 
have been using full Logo implementa- 
tions for over two years now, thanks to 
the widespread distribution of Apple 
and Texas Instruments computers in 
US schools. Until recently, most Brit- 
ish children have been unable to share 
this experience. This situation is now 
changing, and so, for practical rather 
than chauvinistic reasons I will ignore 
the classic Apple and the now-unavail- 
ahle T1 Logos, and begin with the 
versions for British micros.

There are two things that have 
emerged from RML’s decision to only 
allow "prefix" operators.

There is 
ferocious debate on both sides of the 
argument, but the final decision will be 
made by the children themselves. 
However, aware that teachers' dislike 
of this aspect may turn into a self- 
fulfilling prophecy, RML have sens- 
ibly decided to include both kinds of 
operators (as in all the US Logos) in a 
future release. 

There is one criticism of RML Logo 
which does seem to me to be valid, but 
which is unfortunately rather technic- 
al. Briefly, it is that it lacks the overall 
elegance and consistency that should 
stem from Logo's list-based structure. 
A central feature of most Logos is that 
everything (programs and data) con- 
sists of lists of words and or numbers.

The graphics on Sinclair Logo Are 
not the nignest resolution 1 have seen. 
When colour Is used, this gives rise to 
some interesting effects.

As far as schools are concerned, the 
advent of Sinclair Logo means that two 
out of the three DTI machines now 
offer Logo. There is at yet no BBC 
Logo. It also means that Spectrum 
school-users can come out of the 
closet. What's more, the next £500 
'from the PTA could buy three or four 
Logo-dedicated machines. 

The other major US source of Logo 
is Terrapin Inc, who, like LCSf, have 
their roots in and around the Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology. 
Their newest Logo was released at the 
end of last year for the Commodore 64. 
it has been attracting much interest, 
especially since' Commodore launched 
their very competitively-priced hard- 
ware ana software package (including 


tricky. 

None of this should worry even the 
most sophisticated school-based user. 
Any school with RML equipment 
should not consider using any other 
Logo or turtle-graphics package mas- 
querading as Logo. Similarly, any 
school contemplating the purchase of a 
Logo-equipped computer would be 
unwise to ignore it, particularly if other 
memory-consuming activities (such as 
information handling) are being consi- 
dered. 

In contrast to RML Logo's indi- 
viduality, the version for the Sinclair 
Spectrum which is just about to be 
released, was written by Logo Compu- 
ter Systems Inc, a Paris-based of fehoot 
of one of the two major American 
companies involved in producing 
Logos. LCSI wrote the original Apple 
Logo, and have since written versions 
for a range of other machines including 
the Atari and the IBM PC (at three 
thousand dollars, a tittle above the 
budget of the average UK school). 

Despite my initial prejudices about 
the keyboard I found Sinclair's new 
Logo excellent. It is a more or less 
standard LCSI implementation which 
loads from tape (or a microdrive if you 
have one), and it possesses the full 
range of ust-processing and arithmetic 
primitives. It has the standard Apple/ 
Atari documentation which is readable 
and understandable (and therefore 
more or less unique among education- 
al software). 

As one would expect from the 
Spectrum, the Sinclair version con- 
tains ail the "hooks" necessary to mfcke 
the machine talk to the outside world 
through Logo. In particular, this 
means that floor turtles ore no problem 
(accessed through the idiosyncratic 
•out expressive STARTROBOT.com- 
mand). 

All words are entered in the normal 
Logo way - Spectrum keywords.have 
been abolished. Very sensibly; the 
Logo user hardly ever has to press 
more than two keys to get the desired 
character, as Sinclair have simplified 
the keyboard considerably. The one 
exception to this is the exit from the 
editor, which necessitates going into 
"extended mode*,', and then pressing 
C. I’m sure this will pose no problems. 

Sinclair have not Included any frills 
in their implementation. In this respect 
it is- not an advance on the. Apple 
version - it certainly does not include 
the powerful "sprites" of the new Atari 
i'Logo-.-TWs seeras-to mea small price to- 
pay for immediate access to Logo to 


Logo) at the beginning of this year. 

Commodore Logo is a complete 
implementation with turtle graphics 
ana full list-processing facilities. The 
use of the Terrapin dialect (as opposed 
to the LCSI dialect of the Sinclair) 
results in total confusion for those of us 
who have to use both , but no ill-effects 
for anybody else. The differences are 
fairly trivial, and which you prefer 
seems, as usual, to depend entirely on 
which version you saw first. 

In comparison with Sinclair Logo, 


there is good news and bad news. The 
good news is that Commodore Logo 
nas a multiple turtle facility, which 
allows the programmer to “speak" to 
more than one tuTtle at a time. Unfor- 
tunately. Commodore advertise these 
as spntes which they are not (I'll 
explain what sprites are in a minute). 
The bad news is that the manual is 
pretty hard going; the print is fairly 
microscopic. Young children would 
certainly find it daunting. On the 
positive side, a helpful feature of the 
Commodore version is the use of three 
of the four function keys, which allows 
the user to switch between graphics 
only, text only, or n mixture nt the 
touch of a key. 

Commodore Logo is a disc-based 
system. Given the extreme cheapness 
of the hardware, this is no constraint 
fur schools. Mercifully, Commodore 
Logo insulates the user from the 
extremely unfriendly Commodore 
operating system, ana, as long as you 
arc not in a hurry, the Logo disc loads 
quite cosily. 

And so to sprites. In fact, to Atari 
Logo, tor although sprites have been 
available for the Texas Instruments 
machine for some time, and are now 
(at a price) available for the Apple, 
neither of these nre to be found in any 
quantities in UK schools. A sprite is a 
turtle with a' difference. Turtles have a 

[ losition and a heading (they can also 
lave a colour). Sprites nave an addi- 
tional properly, a SPEED. To give a 
sprite a speed in Atari Logo, It is only 
necessary to set its speed, tor example 
with SETSP 100. Of course SETSP 0

One of the exciting things about 
sprites is that they provide a painless 
introduction to the otherwise rather 
esoteric list-processing aspects of 
Logo. TELL, for example, can be used

"tell sprites 1 2 and 3 to set speed to 99"

is that they keep going by themselves.

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Basic technology 

John Martin on ‘Microelectronics for All* 


f- 


Over the last 18 months the Microelec- 
tronics in Education Programme has 
been developing a new approach to 
introducing electronics in schools. The 
first production batch of these mate- 
rials is just being sent out to all MEP 
regions ready tor in-service courses 
during the summer term and the 
materials will be available to schools 
from September. 

The background to this develop- 
ment was widespread demand from 
teachers on MEP tn-service courses for 
materials to support the introduction 
of microelectronics, particularly in the 
lower secondary school , in a wav which 
was modern in content, widen moti- 
vated the pupils, enabling them to 
understand the basic technology and to 
solve problems with It, and which did 
not demand high staff expertise. 

A working party of teachers and 
people from the electronics industry 
and higher education developed a 
course, Microelectronics for Ail. a 
set of six hardware modules and a 
series of pupil work-cards. It is re- 
latively straighfoiward for teachers to 
use and covers the key concepts of 
microelectronics in a highly motivating 
way. . 

Materials have been trialed in some 
17 schools and detailed modifications 
made to both the equipment and pupil 
work-cards. The hardware modules 
are being manufactured by Unllab Ltd 
arid the pupil work-cards and teacher 
manual published for CRAC by Hob- 
sons Press. 

There are three basic electronic 
system modules: the decisions module, 


the counter module and the memory 
module. They may all be powered by a 
six volt battery or a five volt power 
supply. The practical work of the basic 
course begins with the decisions mod- 
ule and the remaining two modules arc 
added at successive stages of (he 
building up of the full system. The 
modules plug together, each having 
the same design layout with informa- 
tion inputs on the left of the modules, 
information output on the right and 
the electronic processing elements in 
the centre. 

The output of the counter module 
plugs straight into the “address” sys- 
tem of the memory module so that 
when the counter is incremented cnch 
memory cell is addressed in sequence. 
The information in each memory cell is 
then available sequentially for use in 
display or as control data. The three 
basic modules may also be used inde- 
pendently. Three moro modules arc 
used with the basic system and cithers 
are being designed for the extension of 
the basic course. Two arc control 
demonstration modules, one being a 
“music module" which plugs straight 
into the output side 01 the system. 
Hence the binary information pattern 
being put into the music module 
controls the tone of the note being 
produced. The musical scale increases 
by a semi tone at each single increase In 
the binary pattorn. 

The second control module Is 11 relay 
operated “movement module" which 
provides control of a Lego "buRRy". 
Being able to control tlio buggy's 
movement has proved Uic most In- 
teresting activity for pupils in the trial

This is one of the 
latest conclusions to emerge from a 
continuing study of the use of compu- 
ters in schools by the John Hopkins 
University of Baltimore. 

Prompted by tax incentives in some 
states and the belief that parents tend 
to buy the same computers as their 
children use in school, American 
manufacturers have been pouring 
computers into schools and offering 
next to no training. The result is a lot or 
computers, which, the joke has it, are 
brought out on parents’ night and 
otherwise gather dust in a cupboard. 

One organization which aims to 
overcome this shortage of teachers 
who are familiar with computers is the 
Stanford Institute on Microcomputers 
in Education in Palo Alto, California. 

It is sponsored jointly by the Stanford 
University School of Education and 
Interactive Sciences Inc, a non-profit- 
making organization devoted to the 
study of computers in education. The 
Institute runs two five-week courses in 
July and August, to which teachers 
come from ail over the United States 
and from other countries. (Interactive 
Science raised $20,000 in scholarship 
funds to help teachers from districts 
serving low-income and minority stu- 
dents.) 

The directors of the Institute are 
Joan Targ and Jeff Levinsky who 
during the rest of the year teach 
computing to pupils aged 11 to 14 at 
the Jordan Middle School in Palo Alto. 
In setting up the Stanford courses they 
have drawn heavily on this experience. 

The sort of difficulties tney have 
encountered will be familiar to many 
British teachers: too few people able to 
use the available hardware; too little 
relevant software of good quality; and 
the problem of how to interest girls and 
minority groups. “At the moment," 
says Jeff Levinsky, "the computer is 
dominated by white boys". 

Both Targ and Levinsky believe that 
speed is of the essence: schools must be 
encouraged to see how computers 
might be useful before the education 
system reacts against them, and their 
strategy is aimed at turning out 
teachers who will become leaders in 
their districts. “We hope to encourage 
teachers on the courses to see them- 
selves as agents of change," says 
Levinsky. 

To this end they adopt a very broad 
approach, and some fairly innovative - 
often startling methods. As well as 
“hands-on" experience of BASIC, 
LOGO, spreadsheet analysis (best de- 
scribed as an interactive; self adjusting 
calculator) and wordprocessing, other 
options Include fundraising; getting 
the support of parents for the develop- 
ment of computers in schools; writing 
proposals on how to interest girls ana 
minority groups. ‘

computing to teach the others. Thus 
pupils were taken out of class in small 
groups and each pupil was taught by 
one or two of the previous groups.

Joan Targ and Jeff Levinsky were on 
hand to intervene if there were any 
difficulties. It was found that not only 
did the novice learn quickly, but the

However, Jeff Levinsky also de- 
fends the use of applications software 
on more positive grounds. The exam- 
ples of computer use at Jordan school, 
.he says “are drawn from the real 
world.

Basic; they learn to make up a bank 
statement; and they team to use a 
word processing system for formatting 
and other more creative language 
work." 

This very practical approach is illus- 
trated by the fact that the computers 
are always left “open", so that the 
children can sec inside and learn to do 
their own minor repairs. 


Basic is taught, says Levinsky, be- 
cause it is the most used and most 
useful language and because it enables 
pupils and teachers to write their own 
programs and adapt others. “U is not 
our experience,” lie says, “that Basic 
ruins you for learning anything else. 
But we must recognise that computers 
and languages arc changing rapidly. 
Kids must not get too wedded to any 
particular language.’ 1 

Logo, which Is so popular in British 
schools, has not been so enthusiastical- 
ly adopted in California. “There is a 
reeling that you lose half the schools 
because of the mathematical bias 
which is to be found especially in the 
turtle graphics component 4 , says 
Levinsky, who adds wickedly a 
thought which may have occurred to 
some English teachers but which l 
have never heard voiced: “So you 
learn to draw a square, that's no big 
deal for the kids.' 

However, along with other lan- 
guages, teachers are introduced to 
Logo at the Institute summer schools. 
As Jeff Levinsky adds: "Teachers on 
the course want to believe that there is 
a right way. We try to prepare Lhcm for 
the pace of change, ana to face the 
unique problems of their own areas. 
There is no right way.” 

There arc signs that the courses 
which last year attracted over 200 
teachers are having an influence. Lust 
spring the Institute conducted a poll of 
participants at the 1982 summer 
schools. The majority of the 40 
teachers, most of whom had little or no 
experience of computers before the 
summer schools, had retained a very 
active interest in the subject. They had 
starred computer centres, become re- 
sources specialists, served on advisory 
committees and established workshop 
and in-servicc training courses. This 
year because of budget cuts thete will 
not be so many places at the schools, 
but still over 120 “agents of change” 
will be better equipped to explore the 
growing numbet of computers.

This approach has been adapted to 
the teaching of adults at the Institute. 
For some of the time teachers on the 
course are taught by children from 
Jordan school - one child teaching two 
adults one of the following subjects:

The 
cnildren, he says, make effective 
teachers as they have usually taken to 
computing more easily and naturally 
than their adult pupils will. "And the ; 
teachers get a sense of the way youngs- 
ters understand this material". The 
Important ingredient, however, he- 
emphasizes, is not the age difference, 
but the high teacher/pupil ratio.

Targ and Levinsky teach are vciy 
different from those in English schools 
and reflect both the difference in 


American and British education and 
other more general economic and 
political differences. There is, for 
example, no national organization 
such as the British Mt croelect *>nics 
Education Programme to encourage 
curriculum development, the produc- 
tion of software for education or some 
standardization in hardware. 1 ■ 

. The John Hopkins study revealed 
that most American schools buy com- 
puters for computer aided learning but 
change to using them for teaching 
Basic or applications such as .spread- 
sheet analysis or wordprocessing. Un- 
doubtedly this is due partly to the poor 
quality ot software. Because the curri- 
culum in American schools is tight and 
differs from district to district, soft- 
ware producers cannot be sure of a 
lmarket in schools.

in its raw state! The teacher describes 
the activity: "... it includes a computer 
program, an assignment manual and 
other written material and the whole 
package is intended to develop the full 
range of English skills ...” Used to 
working in groups, the children arc 
dearly aware of what is expected of 
them: three of the groups arc engaged 
at various points along the simulation, 
sitting around tables in a classroom 
where the walls are covered with maps, 
drawings and writings related to the 
simulated space mission. 

The fourth group is alone in the 
stock cupboard with the computer, 
responding to the program and record- 
ing their reactions in “the Captain’s 
log", a cassette recorder which will he 
the focus of the group’s follow-up 
activities once the program itself has 
been completed. 

The teacher’s comments on class 3Y 
are relevant here; "their previous 
teacher had expressed concern over 
the general lack of motivation and 
effort. After a few weeks of teaching 
them before this activity, I also felt 
concerned about this ... 

As part of the evaluation process, an 
outside observer made the following 
written comments during that lesson: 
H A group of seven (loo large?) in 
front of the VDU. A disappointingly 
fuzzy picture. The four girls and three 
boys are very enthusiastic, almost 
ignoring me as an outsider. The talk 
however, ns yet is very hectic und 
there's not much real listening going 
on ... Once they’ve started determin- 
ing roles, it would be interesting to see 
them being encouraged through Urmnu 
to confirm those roles. The instruc- 
tions sometimes luck clarity, both in 
terms of the use of colour nml through 
misuse of language. It's impressive 
how the children become very good at 
listening once there is a real problem to 
solvo." 

It is clear (bat only through trial and 
error can program designers ensure 
that software achieves its objectives: 
“fine-tuning" after field-trials Is essen- 
tial. Teachers, more than children, will 
. have trembling hands through tcch- 
nofear, so instructions on loading 
programs etc need to be precise and 
simple. , Equally, the place of the 
program within the overall design of 
the scheme of work needs to be 
' carefully and systematically defined, 
eyen. to the point perhaps of easily 
read, non-patrbnizing lesson plans- At 
.the same time, faced with a glut of 
paperwork to read, many of us nave a 
commendable tendency to opt out. 

In evaluating software, it helps to 
look at the activity through the chil- 
dren’s eyes; recognizing that their 
perceptions can differ greatly from the 
teacher's and that such insights matter, 
Fifth |year computer students at 
Altwood School, Maidenhead were 
asked to commeiit on program design:

Sladhampton school is a small rural 
school about five miles south of the 
Cowley car factories. The school is 
housed in a modern building in over 
three acres of land. We have two 
members of staff and 41 children on 
roll. 

My school received its Department 
or Industry subsidized RML 480Z 
microcomputer at the end of 1982. We 
bought an Epson computer in May, 
1983 and this purchase opened up 
many new possibilities of working with 
the micro. Using Editor and Quest 
datafiles caa be constructed and I have 
found that children are able to use 
Editor very easily without assistance or 
supervision. 

Quest is not so accessible to children 
and I will not discuss the use of Quest 
in detail as an end’in itself but rather 
the use of Quest data files with Display 
m particular. I shall first of all show the 
“menus" of these programs (excluding 
Quest) and then focus back to my 
children's explorations outlining some 
specific topic-based work undertaken 
over the past year and a half where 
these computer programs have been 
an integral part of the resources for 
learning in the school. Central to my 
wrk has been the idea that this type of 
Wrk should lead to children under- 
sanding what they are doing. My uftual 
phrase for this is “getting behind the 
figures*.

In January, 1983 the children began 
this topic by measuring their height, 
weight, hand span and foot length. 
They each combined all results for 
their year group into a table showing 
ail their names and measurements. 
Hie children went on to measure all 
the children in the younger class. This 
information was then handled in diffe- 
rent ways. Graphs and histograms 
were drawn and labelled. Ordered lists 
were made and some older children 
made pie charts. As part of this general 
work three fourth year girls used the 
computer. First of all they prepared 
the information to be entered into the 
computer. 

They worked very hard typing in the 
information and I spent part of the 
lunch break correcting one or two 
obvious errors in the datafile ready for 
the children to use in the afternoon. 
We loaded Display and then our 
datafile which the children had called 
“School". The children discussed what 
to display and they decided to display 
the heights and ran into their first 
problem. The computer could not 
handle a huge number of separate 
columns and lumped single entries 
together as “others''. 

We had already done some grouping 
of information in our work In the 
classroom and so the children went 
back and rewrote the information, 
grouping it where it was appropriate. 
Now the children had a table of 
measurements arranged in a particular 
way especially for the computer: not 
an ideal situation. 

The arrival of our printer coincided 
with the arrival of a new version of 
Display and a trial version of a new 
program. Relate. The new version of 
Display could put the data into diffe- 
rent groups which were under the 
control of the children. There was still 
no printer option within the program, 
but 1 asked and got the magic words to 
do high resolution dumps from the 
screen to the printer. 

The children could then copy the 
words from the screen on to their bar 
chart, histogram or pie chart outline. 
We could now print two different bar 
charts and compare them directly. It 
was decided to collect the same 
measurements as the term before with 
a longer term view of collecting this 
information every term, which would 
eventually enable older children to 
draw profiles of different aspects of 
their own growth. 

With the new hardware and soft- 
ware I brought the three fourth year 
girls back to the computer and let them 
re-examine their “School" datafile and 
print off several bar charts, histograms 
and pie charts.. The children im- 
medirtely appfqcitfted the 0'NdjJ

in the Display program - “put the data 
into groups" as they were spared the 
need to do the grouping on paper. 
They could now alter the number and 
width of the groups. 

The conversation of that small group 
was reward enough: “What would 
happen if I did this? How was that one 
different from the last one? The shape 
is different, why?" The children were 
moking hypotheses then testing them, 
talking with each other and building on 
each other's thoughts and ideas. They 
were immersed in this activity for some 
itime. 

Fig 1 shows the heights of children in 
the whole school grouped in blocks of 
10 centimetres. 

Fig 2 and 3, were made using option 
(E) of Display. 

The new set of data was added to the 
first file and we discovered several 
inaccurate measurements which the 
children had made the previous term. 
How could a child’s handspan decrease 
by four centimetres in a terra? Human 
error was the answer! This group also 
dabbled with Relate and printed off a 
few scat ter grams showing rela- 
tionships between height and weight: 
by combining lines showing averages, 
again noted down from Display, they 
could make a : short statement about 
-different children as represented by 
dots on the scottergram. 

For example; Paid is below average 
height and above average weight. Lisa 
is above average height and below 
average weight. 


The Fig 4 scattergram made using 
Relate compares heights and weights 
of children in the school. T have drawn 
in lines showing (he averages for both 
and marked the crosses which repre- 
sent Lisa and Paul’s measurements. 

The computer did bring something 
new to this situation. It made It 
possible for the children to see the 
information organized in a variety or 
ways under their control, quickly. 
Using the computer meant that they 
were free from the physical chore of 
using paper, pencils, ruler and pen. 
They could concentrate on thinking 
about the information. 

Final improvements to the programs 
made by autumn L983 enabled the 
children to print their information with 
ease.

YOUTH CLUB SURVEY

observations can be made and indica- 
tions outlined. 

Although the main concern of the 
study was the children’s own written 
language, inevitably the children's 
reading skills were vitally important 
and the study considered whether a 
development in the child's written 
skill, either conceptual or technical, 
would have a correlated effect on their 
reading skill. 

The main aim of the study was to 
exomine the effect that the editing and 
reviewing facilities of the word- 
processor as a writing tool would have 
in the hands of children. Particular 
attention was paid to the development 
of the children's written text through 
their drafts of the document. At every 
stage they were encouraged to discuss 
what they had produced and amend it 
if necessary. The teacher facilitated 
rather than intervened. 

The children were drawn from two 
primary classes in groups of three 
initially, to use the wordprocessor, 
later the children were allowed to use it 
on an individual basis. These were 
mixed ability groups. 

Some text, generated by the chil- 
dren's ideas, was entered onto the 
screen and they were first invited 
through discussion to edit it. At no 
stage were the children told that there 
were errors to correct in the text. This 
was so they would not see it as a 
spelling and puncutation error spotting 
exercise. 

Pupils were encouraged to view 
their work as a progression through a 
series of drafts where their written 
ideas could be expanded or edited to 
suit the context of their initial thought. 

The ability and language skills ofthe 
children Involved dictated progress, 
but it was hoped that each child would 
reach an awareness of the relationship 
between language and thought, and 
the role of language in communication 
and as a vehicle for thought.

There was 110 coer- 
cion. It was assumed that the word- 
processor of itself would motivate the 
children to want to use it ami thnl they 
would move from wanting to use the 
technologly to write, to a position of 
wanting to write using the technology 
as a tool to facilitate their own writing. 

Initially the children worked m 
groups and then they entered their text 
on to the screen individually. These 
sessions were short, only n half hour, 
because only two machines were avail- 
able. The children then discussed their 
text with the teacher, und what they 
had wanted to say and the relationship 
between the result and the intent. 

The major problem wns the chil- 
dren's lack of confidence. They 
wanted to measure their “composi- 
tion" in terms of the teacher's approv- 
al. A neutral response or question 
from the teacher was interpolated as 
disapproval and constituted the 
motivation for editing the text. 

A lot of time was spent developing 
the idea that the criteria for judging the 
work was how well it matched what 
the child wanted to say. This was n 
process of moving from an interpreta- 
tion of writing as an exercise in 
linguistic logic with a perfect model, to 
an idea that writing was a form, albeit 
sometimes very inadequate, for repre- 
senting and communicating thought 
and feeling; with the final right of 
editing belonging to the author. 

Once the children appreciated that 
this was the situation, they became 
more relaxed and eager to snow their 
work to the other groups and explain 
it. However it was some time before 
this stage was reached. 

The use of groups enabled this 
development to be viewed from i\ 
different perspective. There wns an 
eagerness to spot each others gramma- 
tical and spelling errors. Each child 
typed in a tew sentences and then they 
got down to the business of tidying it 
up. 

The children accepted the popular 
understanding of revision, os looking 
for spelling, punctuation and hand 
writing errors, but not examining the 
content of their work in any grant 
detail. The children were encouraged 
to question each other and explain 
what ideas they were trying to express.

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T here is a growing use of compu- 
ters in schools but there are 
concerns from pupils, parents, 
teachers and the world of work. 

All the concerns may not be applicable 
2 every school or college, but they 
indicate that the great investment in 
computer hardware may not be pro- 
ducing the desired results. 

Teachers’ worries centre on what 
use children make of computers and 
what effect this has on other curricu- 
lum possibilities. Some children ignore 
school computers because their home 
computers can offer them the same 
fare in more comfortable surroundings 
and without the added competition for 
time on the machines. Others, particu- 
larly among the girls, are appalled by 
the attitudes displayed by the pro- 
gramming and video games junkies, 
and decide that there are better ways 
of spending their time. 

Many parents buy home computers 
because they are convinced that this 
will be educationally valuable, in some 
vague and undefined way, although 
ihcy often find that the sole use made 
by their children is for computer 
games. Such parents often look to the 
school to provide some more worth- 
while transferable skill. 

The idea of familiarity and conn- 1 
dencc with computer systems is some- 
thing that local employers have stres- 
sed as more important for all pupils 
than enormous sophistication for the 
chosen few. The Croydon Certificate 
of Computer Competence is part of an 
overall plan, which includes generous 
provision of hardware and software 
linked with the necessary in-service 
training, which hopes to make all 
pupils aware in a practical way of the 
potential and limitations of informa- 
tion technology for their work and 
leisure. 

The certificate was the idea of Ray 
Collins, head of computing Qt Monks 
Hill High School in Croydon, who saw 
it, among other things, as a means of 
training pupils to be r ‘computer moni- 
tors" for other teachers. He was con- 
cerned that other teachers would not 
use the computer in their lessons 
because they feared that it would go 
wrong. Rays idea was that pupils who 
, had been awarded the appropriate 
level of the certificate would be able to 
set up the equipment and provide the 
teacher with technical support where 
, necessary. 

These ideas came to the fore just as 
. Croydon was undertaking its review of 
i {he curriculum in response to the 
Secretary of State's request. The In- 
; formation Technology working Parly 
; was attracted to the idea of using the 
; certificate as a means of making assess- 
ment iu the subject practical and 
■ relevant to the pupil's needs and 
interests. 

The certificate has four levels: 
elementary machine usage; applica- 
tions; communications; advanced use. 
Each level can be seen to cover a

everyday computing terms such as 
"32K" or “floppy disc". 

The second level, "Applications", 
currently covers wordprocessina and 
information handling. It is significant 
that two years ago when the certificate 
was first discussed, no-one considered 
this as a primary school activity, partly 
because the school would need a disc 
drive and a printer. Today many 
primary schools have the necessary 
equipment and are doing work in these 
areas. 

Although this level is not n typing 
test, the pupil should show reasonoble 
familiarity with the keyboard and a 
sensible attitude to the organization of 
the working environment. For exam- 
ple. if documents are being typed or 
corrected, the keyboard andthe screen 
should be arranged tp make typing a 
straightforward process. 

Much of the assessment in informa- I 
tion handling is really only a prelimin- 
ary to using a system 10 solve some 
worthwhile problem. This will take 
most pupils several hours spread over a 
few weeks. Pupils will have to see the 
importance of the initial work of file 
design and data capture which will 
precede computer usage. 

Many schools will not immediately 
be able to carry out the work in 
"Communications" because they do not 
possess the necessary teletext and 
viewdata systems. The certificate was 
drafted when we were optimistic about 
a Department of Industry scheme to 
help provide such facilities in schools. 
The skills are still seen as important 
and Croydon will have to provide the 
focilities for its secondary schools in 
the next financial year. In the long 
term, the knowledge and skills tested 
by this level will be more important 
than programming skills needed for 
the next level. 

■ While elementary machine usage 
could easily be attempted by all pupils, 
in the primary school, “Advanced 
skills” may well be suitable for only a 
minority of upper secondary pupils. It 
covers programming and more soph- 
isticated use of the operating system. U 
is deliberately intended that these 
skills are not seen as Important for all 
pupils as the straightforward use Of 

computer. . 

Alter two years ot development the 
certificate is due to be formally laun- 
ched by the local newspaper. The 
Croydon Advertiser, which is sponsor- 
ing it. The Advertiser will print the 
certificates and necessary booklets as 
well as publishing the names of win- 
ners of certificates. This means that the 
advisory staff in Croydon can concen- 
trate their energies on providing the 
in-service training needed to ensure 
compatibility of standards between 
schools. ■ „ . , . 

The certificate will be available to a 
small number of secondary schoo|s 
later this term with the first certificates 
being awarded in mid- July. Other 
cppnnHnrv schools will loin the scheme 


special schools will be phased in by late 
summer of 1985. 

The development of the certificate 
has taken a great deal of time, but 
those involved think it will meet the 
concerns expressed earlier as well as 
supporting the Croydon/MEP In- 
formation Technology 11-14 Project, 
the first part of which is due to be 
published in September 1984 by 
Addison-Wcsley. 

The implementation and take-up of 
the scheme will be monitored by u joint 
Croydon/Equal Opportunities Com- 
mission Project to see whether the 
introduction of such a certificate will 
provide girls with the confidence and 
interest in Information technology 
which so many still lack, .

I n the TES, July 12 1983. wc 
reported our setting up of the 
Milton Keynes Diploma in Micro- 
computer Applications. In spite of 
the article appearing in the quiet 
summer period when leachcrs are 
preoccupied with the problems of 
driving to the south of France, we had 
a tremendous response in the form of 
40-5U letters from schools, colleges, 
polys and even n university. They came 
from all over Britain ana even a few 
fetters from abroad. Almost all of the 
letters were very enthusiastic about 
our new approach to teaching comput- 
ing. The replies included a small 
number from publishers and also one 
from the Royal Society of Arts who 
saw this as a developing area in 
computer training. 

For those who missed the article let 
me briefly summarize. Wc felt that 
there was a need to translate the 
“Work skills training" appronch of 
the Information Technology Centra 
into a syllabus suitable especially for 
the Tecnnicnl and Vocational Educa- 
tion Initiative and industry. Wc there- 
fore drew up a new syllabus, complete 
with specifications for assessment, 
which we thought would be an excel- 
lent preparation, prior to starting 
work, for students who decided to 
return for one year in the sixth form. 
When we had prepared syllabus we 
were delighted to find that focal indus- 
try and commerce were very enthusias- 
tic and supportive ol our work, and j 
even suggested that they might be 
interested in sending their staff on such 
a course. 

The course concentrates on training 
people in the use of microcomputers in 
business, rather than the normal com- 
puter studies appronch which teaches a 
little programming and the theory of 
the computer system. An analogy 
could be that we aim to train people to 
drive cars while others teach how 
engines work. The main topics on the 
syllabus are: computer and keyboard 
familiarity; wordprocessing; data- 
bases; viewdata applications; 
accounts/business packages; commer- 
cial/! ndust rial visits; business project; 

Along with the syllabus we proposed 
a test specification for each topic, so ■ 
that individual teachers could draw up 
their own assessment procedures to 
suit their facilities, but dt the same time 


minimize the subjectivity in the 
testing. 

We are now running the course in, 
several schools in Milton Keynes and 
schools throughout the country have 
written to say that they are following 
our syllabus. Although we arc rather 
pleased with the progress nf the diplo- 
ma it has been hectic establishing the 
syllabus in such a short time. We liold 
regular meetings of teachers in Milton 
Keynes who arc teaching this course so 
that we can get together to compare 
notes and assessment material. At this 
stage it is probable that none of the 
teachers have yet developed the full set 
of teaching and assessment materials; 
we are, quite literally, developing the 
detailed course as wc go along. 

Wc hnvc developed several varia- 
tions on the basic theme for a variety of 
courses, eg adult evening classes and 
YTS computer literacy. In all cases (lie 
approach is meeting with tremendous 
success. The most interesting develop- 
ment of our business applications 
approach hns been with the RSA. 
Together wc liuve developed a svllubus 
which will be offered by RSA from 
next September. This will be very 
similar to the MK Diploma, although ft 
will incorporate an extended keyboard 
section. The certification by RSA will 
almost certainly result in the wide- 


Whcn wc started this work there was 
little suitable software available. We 
kept our fingers crossed and hoped 
that it would appear before we started 
teaching some modules. We now feel ! 
much more confident as cheap . easy to 
use packages appear on the market. 

At present, one of the big problems 
is that few teachers huve much experi- 
ence with this type of computer use; 
most teachers have concentrated on 
programming. We feel that as more 
computers become available, and staff 
have more opportunity to use the 
equipment, they will become aware of 
the value of applications packages.

E art, some extensively - others to a 
raser extent, in field trials aimed at 
getting the hardware and the software 
debugged and operational. 

. The decision to introduce telesoft- 
ware into the primary section had been 
takeft over a year before tha service 
became a reality. Experience with the 
earlier, closed project in the secondary 
sector had demonstrated the power 
and the potential of telesoftware and 
the Department of Industry decision to 
assist primary schools to acquire mic- 
ros encouraged the project steering 
committee to enter the relatively un- 
charted waters of primary microcom- 
puting. 

The project has not been the unqual- 
ified success that we were looking for 
when the field trials began a year ago. 
Many of the 40 schools are still having 
hardware problems and even when all 
the equipment works well the recep*

In the light of the increasing challenge from videos and 
computers, Paul McGee reviews five tape/slide sequences abom ;

Project’s senior programmer and a 
polytechnic' tutor worked together to 
produce interactive computer pro- 
grams which used the same cartoon 
characters and the same music as the 
series, but which provided additional 
experiences. 

This package of radio programmes, 
printed notes and computer programs 
is the first attempt at combining tele- 
software with other, more convention- 
al, educational broadcasting. Pre- 
li ml nary evaluation is sufficiently en- 
couraging for the suite of computer 
programs to be. modified in prepara- 
tion for re-broadcast in the autumn 
and for the idea to be extended to 
other subject areas. 

Second, e ach teacher can play a part 
in designing each program. Program 
specifications are often initiated by 
teachers, and this is to be encouraged. 
However, often they are unable them- 
selves to produce a coded program, 
and do uot have -the time to make 
detailed changes if the program they 
receive is not quite what they want. In 
the case of the Telesoftware Project’s 
programs teachers complete detailed 
evaluation forms each month which 
are studied by the Project’s Research 
Assistant. Suggestions for modifica- 
tions are discussed and, if in the 
genera! interest, implemented and a 
modified program broadcast. 

Two programs hnve reached issue 
number four and several others have 
been modified at least once. By this 
means software is continually TeSned 
until teachers In all 40 schools are 
satisfied, knowing that they have been 
able to influence the design and Imple- 
mentation of new programming ideas. 
For. this process to lake place using 
conventional distribution techniques 
would be slow and costly. 

Third, teletext pages broadcast as 
part of the Ceefax ana Oracle services 
are in reality, volatile accessible data 
bases. The volatile nature of this type 
of database helps this soft of program 
to remain fresh and attractive. Similar 
programs, drawing on existing and as 
~!t unused teletext pages are planned 
ir the autumn.

it is interesting that in an age of 
Information Technology so many peo- 
ple should still find it attractive to 
produce tape/slide sequences. They 
are more fiddly to use than vidcocas- 
settes and do not have the possibility of 
animation. Their only possible advan- 
tage seems to be their lower price and 
the fact that it is easy to freeze the 
frames although this is also a feature 
on videocassette recorders. 

All these sequences come with the 
commentary also primed In book 
form. Two of the series offer a very 
small amount of help to the teacher in 
addition to the printed commentary 
but (he general assumption seems to be 
that the teacher will know how to 
handle this material.' 

An Introduction to Computers was 
developed in Australia and has an 
Australian commentary although this 
is notobstrusive.

It is equally unhelpful to claim that 
floppy discs arejust another form of 
magnetic tape. The most extraordin- 
ary statement, however, is that the 
central processing unit makes sense of 
all the Information passing through the 
computer.

It is 
unfortunate thut the example given 
shows a screen picture with a question 
in capita! letters asking for the popula- 
tion of Australia. It could give the 
impression that this strange tutorial 
mode is the only use. Many people 
involved in computer aided learning 
would also be horrified to hear that 
children involved in computer aided 
learning will work alone with very little 
contact with other children. 

The sequence on Talking with 
Computers is about computer lan- 
guages rather tliun speech synthesiz- 
ers. It is claimed that the latest and 
most efficient language is PASCAL. 
No justification is given for this ex- 
traordinary statement. It is alsol 
claimed that, because all computers 
use the same electrical code it is> 
possible to have machines on opposite 
sides of the world talking to each 
other. All that is required apparently is 
a telephone link. 

Overall the scries is very slight and 
the number of silly errors tend to 
invalidate it. There urc also loo many 
cartoons, simple diagrams, und pic- 
tures of pieces of pnper and documents 
und books. 

Microcomputers is a more profes- 
sional sequence although there have to 
be reservations about a book that 
begins on page one with the eighth 
slide and fails to notice slides one to 
seven. 

Uses and Applications confuses ap- 
plications with the hardware and soft- 
ware needed to implement them. The 
original series seems to have been 
aimed at adults and children will he a 
bit bewildered by heing told that, 
although they may never nave used a 
computer, someone they know has or 
probably one of their children at 
school has! 

There is usually far more text with 
each slide than in the other sequences 
and the level of language is rather high. 
It is doubtful, for example, that chil- 
dren will understand long lists of 
applications which include financial 
modelling, invoicing, and health and 
safety records. 

Information Technology is sold very 
heavily on the grounds ofcompelilion. 
The more oppTiculiuns we can devise 
for the microcomputer and the more 
readily they arc put into effect, the 
more likely the country is to retain Us 
competitive edge, and hence avoid 
lnrge scale unemployment. Although 
this may well be true, ninny teachers 
would perhaps like to see a more 
balanced argument ptlt forward.

These two packs comprise over a 
quarter of the second generation soft- 
ware developed for economics 
teachers by the Computers in the 
Curriculum Project at Chelsea Col- 
lege. Both aim to supplement conven- 
tional teaching of concepts which A 
level students often find difficult. Each 
nail contains a leaflet which explains 
how to set up the programs for each 
type of micro; a 15 to 20 page booklet 
for the teacher; a few student work- 
cards;: and the software. They are 
packaged In an expensively produced 
plastic folder. Whether teachers will 
warn to spend £16.67 for an aid that 
will be used at most for a couple of 
lessons is doubtful. 

' ?Tte units employ much more soph- 
istirated graphics than were possible 
with the first generation materials. The 
Programs are interactive and flexible, 
no previous knowledge of comput- 
ng or programming is needed by 
cither the teacher or the student. The 
authors state that the units have been 
tested with teachers and in schools to 
ensure that they are reliable, adapt- 
able and valuable In the classroom. If 
it is hard to explain why so many

The disc is easily loaded, and the 
program options are straightforward 
to select. Teachers and lecturers will 
need to spend a couple of hours 
familiarizing themselves with :the 
simulation, before using it with stu- 
dents, so that they will be able to make 
the most appropriate use of Us varied 
applications. 

The unit on Equi-Marginal Utility 
has a program which encourages the 
student to move towards the optimum 
allocation of expenditure without hav- 
ing to calculate the relevant marginal 
•utility to price ratios at each stage. On 
page six it is stated that the first 
objective is to achieve equal marginal 
utilities per unit. Surely the aim is to 
equalize marlginal utility to price 
ratios. Three products: meat, fish and 
cheese, are chosen as examples, but, 
very confusingly, the prices of these 
goods are different bn the various 
student workcards. 

The answer to question C3 states 
“when the price of fish falls, you 
maintain your satisfaction by substitut- 
ing other goods for the good that has 
become nearer’’:' This- is a poor ex- 
planation. If would have been dearer 
to say “by substituting mpre of the 
cheaper good for all 1 other goods, 
which are now relatively dearer”. It 
goes on to state that the mcome effect 
of a fall in price reinforces the substitu- 
tion effect. But this only follows if it is a 
good for which the income elasticity of 
demand oyer the .relevant range is 
greater than one; ... 

The answer to question C3 is simply 
wrong, stating the opposite of the 
correct theoretical solution.- Articles in 
Economics are referred to, but only 
one listed in the references. The 
software package is fairly straightfor- 
ward to use. After the initial exposi- 
tion, students may alter relative prices 
or income: these applications are prob- 
ably the most useful. ■ 

Price Discrimination has' fiye stu- 
dent workcards. Leaflet A introduces 
students to a range of examples of 
price discrimination. Unfortunately, 
most of those given are not of price 
discrimination! A hairdresser is 
deemed to price discriminate when he 


charges more on Saturdays, in order to 
even out demand fluctuations. But a 
haircut on Saturday is not the same 
service as a haircut on say a Monday 
morning. Price discrimination would 
involve charging different customers 
different amounts for a haircut at the 
same time. 

The leaflet has no question A5, 
though the answer to A5 is provided in 
the teacher's booklet. Workcard B 
omits a key word in question B1 thus 
rendering it meaningless. B3 is a very 
peculiar question, not corresponding 
with the graph in B2. Workcard C asks 
the students to decide what price to 
charge for a car in home and export 
markets, and the software package 
concentrates on this problem. 

C9 omits a word, again obscuring 
the question, and talks about “elasti- 
cies" in the answer. Workcard D 
provides further theoretical analysis. 
Leaflet E is confusing because, while 
there are questions El and E2, and 
figures El and E2. question E2 refers 
)o figure El. E3 asks students to think 
of a market where perfect price discri- 
mination is found, and gives private 
medicine (wrongly) as an answer. The 
references and further reading cite an 
unknown Australian text, the 1976 
edition of Stanlake's Introductory Eco- 
nomics, Marshall's Comprehensive 
Economics (out of print), and Lipsey’s 
1980 edition, with the publisher’s 
.name unsurprisingly misspelt., I be- 
lieve these units are produced in York 
somewhere near The Shambles. Hoik 
apt!

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Many publishers are now producing 
computer software suitable for use 
both in school and at home. By selling 
the same product to parents ana 
teachers, they considerably enlarge 
the market for their programms. 

This iden certainly makes sense in 
terms of economics. But can the same 
program really be as effective in die 
home environment as it is in school? 
As far as mathematics lextboks arc 
concerned, the home mid school mar- 
kets nre fairly separate. Though one or 
two primary school textbooks can be 
found in booksellers, the majority or 
titles on the shelf are specially pro- 
duced to attract parents. To some 
extent this is necessary since parents 
usually wish to buy self-contained 
books, rather than ones which arc part 
of a long series. Judging by the .titles, 
parents also seem to want to buy books 
on basic number skills and are less 
concerned about other arcus or 
mathematics. 

The computer programs listed 
above arc self-conimned and consist 
entirely of drill-and-practice number 
.work . So they do indeed seem to be the 
sort of thing which will appeal to 
parents and be of some value to 
teachers, too. 

Get Set helps infants with addition 
and subtraction. The screen displays 
pictures of objects and invites the child 
to add or subtract objects. Only num- 
bers up to 20 are used , and answers are 
meant to be found by direct counting. 
The material is very much like that 
found in textbooks, though animated 
and made interactive by the use of a 
computer. 

Tne Number Skills programs are 
much plainer in their methods of 


subtraction of large numbers. It is 


S uite thorough in explaining what to 
n if you give the wrong answer. A 
hundreds, tens and units chart appears 


on the screen, showing place value 
apparatus in diagrammatic form. The 
calculation is carried nut in stages and 
the apparatus moves about to illustrate 
each stage. A 10 will change into 10 
units and so on. Textbooks always 
seem to find these diagrams hard to 
present and the program manages this 
job quite well. 

Experience of book sales would 
indicate that other kinds of program 
would be less successful in tnis dual 
role. However, programs are not 
books. Many of the popular re- 
creational programs have no obvious 
parallels in the hook world. School 
computer programs do frequently use 
techniques of presentation (such ns 
simulation) found in recreational prog- 
rams. So there is scope for the develop- 
ment of school programs used nlso at 
home, which might deal with skills 
other than computation, too.

The 
Cambridge programs score highly on 
all three criteria. 

Watts In Your Home allows students 
to calculate the cost and energy con- 
sumption in megaioules (MJ) of va- 
rious devices used at home. These 
devices range from gas fires and wood- 
burning stoves to videos and micro- 


essential part of any student’s use of a 
database or simulation program. Any 
student, especially in science, must be 
taught to examine and question the 
facts, assumptions and models under- 
lying them. The data used in these 
Cambridge programs can be ex- 
amined, which is a major point in their 
favour.

This program will slot fairly easily 
into existing science curricula for 
pupils in the third to sixth years of 
secondary schools.

Perhaps a follow- 
up program will be written to show 
how energy consumption can be re- 
duced. 

Balance Your Diet is also enjoyable 
to use.

the teacher’s handbook. 

An interesting feature of the pro- 
am is. the t ability to compare a North 
mencan city dweller (male, presum- 
ably Caucasian, age 30) with a farm- 
worker in India. This comparison 
raises some extremely interesting 
questions, os well as transmitting some 
hidden messages. The Indian's diet is 
obviously deficient in many respects, 
especially energy. The North Amer- 
ican's diet is about par for the course, 
except that his energy intake is 12.4 
instead of 12 mega joules. Does this 
mean that he is gaining weight? Will he 
take up jogging or aerobics? 

The obvious complement to Balance 
Your Diet is a program on energy 
convcraion in human beings. How 
many kilojoules of energy are con- 
verted by a minute of walking? Why do 
different people have different energy 
requirements? By producing an energy 
conservation program to complement 
Watts in Your Home, and an energy 
Conversion program with Balance 
Your Diet, pupils could be shown the 
two sides of the energy equation. 
Perhaps Cambridge will restore 
equilibrium in their next batdi of 
software. 

The third program of the trio, 
Moving Molecules, is probably the 
most attractive but certainly the most 
dangerous educationally, itlntroduces 
simple kinetic theory and shows how 
variations in pressure, temperature 


molecules, and worse still that they can 
he seen. 1 did not realize this until I 
overheard two pupils who huU seen the 
"gas” molecules behaving on the 
screen. One remarked to the other 
while drinking a glass of lemnnndu:

Again, this 
js fun to do but dangerously mislead- 
ing. Pupils will believe that when a gas 
is compressed its temperature stays 
constant. Teachers will need to point 
out the difference between isothermal 


and adiabatic chnnpes at this point -

Chemical Structures and Chemical 
Analysis are supplied in the standard 
Acomsoft format of an A5 cassette- 
holder and booklet. The teachers’ 
guides, present a description and a 
sample run of each program. An A4 
pal students’ leaflet is provided for 
each program; these are stapled in the 
centre of the booklets and may be 
pulled out and photocopied. Unfortu- 
nately, they are on coloured paper 
which may make duplicating difficult 
nn some machines. The cassettes con- 


tain a single 1200 band recording of 
each program in the unit and these 
loaded easily and without fault. The 


first program on each cassette is Index , 
whicn merely offers a choice between 
the remaining programs and it is 


ulckcr to load the desired program 
directly. 

Chemical Structures contains two 
programs -Bonding and Shape. Bond- 
ing uses simplified "bulls-eyc" dia- 
grams to illustrate the type of bonding 
(ionic or covalent) which occurs be- 
tween two user-selected elements. The 
first 18 elements are displayed in a 
Periodic Table format ana the user is 
asked to select two elements. The 
display makes good use of colour and 
these produce contrasts which are 
easily visible in monochrome, howev- 
er, the Instructions refer to "RED 
and/or GREEN elements”! 

The elements are selected by typing 
in the appropriate symbols ana, here,! 
found tne program less than helpful. 


The symbols must be ty^ed correctly: 
for two letter symbols. ?f the wrong 


ie upper-case followed by 
two letter symbols, if 
case Is used, the program Bimply 
returns to the input stage with no 
comment on why the input was not 
accepted - Indeed, it does not even say 
that the input was not accepted. 1 
aould have much preferred a program 
vhlch accepted input irrespective of 
case, but which displayed tne correct 
fonn on the screen. 

Once 1 two elements have been 
chosen, the program will display the 
type of bonding involved. Each atom is 
™wn by its symbol, surrounded by a 
nag representing the outer “shell” of 
electrons; the electrons being shown as 
coloured dots. Where a covalent mole-

the display is simply headed "cova- 
lent". 

“Bulla-eye” diagrams are again used 
where an ionic substance is formed. 
However, the individual atoms are 
drawn first with the two outer shells ol 
electrons being shown on the more 
electro-positive atom. The outer elec- 


trons are then transferred, one by one, 
to the appropriate atom and the re- 


maining “empty shell” is removed. 

White the program could form the 
basis for some useful work, there are 
several problems, both conceptual and 
factual, which the teacher needs to 


consider. How can the chemicaliy- 

to the 


naive user relate the display 
electronic structure of the atoms? 


Neither the program nor the stu- 
dents’ notes refer to the "inner shells” 
and, although ignoring the "inner” 
.electrons undoubtedly produces much 
simpler diagrams, it requires the stu- 
dent to have a much greater awareness 
of electronic structure than is likely to 
be the case with students just begin- 
ning to consider bonding as a topic. 

Indeed, it could be argued that the 
program implies that ionic bonding 
occurs when one of the atoms has two 
“shells” of electrons. A somewhat 
related problem occurs when the user 
selects Helium, Neon or Argon as one 
of the elements: there Is no display of 
electronic structure; the user is simply 
told “silly NOBLE GASES do NOT 
reactl!” For someone learning about 
chemistry this request for information 


is far from silly and they deserve some 
explanation about why they do not 


react. 

In common with most teaching of 
bonding at this level, the Drogram 
presents the spectrum of nondlng 
situations as a simple dichotomy: com- 
pounds are either ionic or covalent.

to avoid. BeH^, A1 H* and Na 3 N are ail 
given as ionic compounds and the 
display for SO z shows the planar 
trigonal molecule with double bonds to 
both .oxygens, resulting in ten elec- 
trons in tne "outer shelr of the sulphur 
atom. 

Overall. I feel the program could be 
useful as an aid to revision or con- 
solidation of the topic (with teacher 
supervision) but that it is not suitable 
for initial teaching nor for Individual- 
ized work.

The program, however, is 
only effective with those combinations

bond angle. While most of the dia- 

S -ams are quite accurate, there are two 
gnificant errors: SO*, once again, has 
ten electrons arouna the sulphur (“1 
lone pair and 4 bond pairs”) and Si0 2 is 
shown as a linear triatomic molecule - 
le the same structure as C 0 2 . 

Chemical Analysis contains' three 
programs, Elements, Inorganic and 


Organic. The three programs are simi- 
lar in outline: each chooses an un- 


known substance which the user has to 


identify a number of "tests”. Ele- 


ments and Inorganic are intended for 
the 14 to 16 age group while Organic is 
intended for the 16 to 18 age group. 

The programs are based on a num- 
ber of pages of text, each representing 
a particular stage in the investigation, 


and colour is used to highlight portions 
rlv the key ’ 


ofthe text - particularly the key words 


for the operation of the program. 


While the layout is fairly clear, there is 
a lot of text on the screen and the 


overall impression is slightly untidy. 


After instructions on how to use 
programs, the user is presented with a 
series of tests which are chosen by 
number. 

In Elements and Inorganic a clue to 
the identity of the substance is also 
shown. A separate screen shows the 
results of the tests and, as the program 
proceeds, this page displays the results 


of all the selected tests. On returning 
to the test page, the tests used are 
shown in green. 

A separate page allows the user to 
"guess" the identity of the unknown 
substance. In Elements and Inorganic 
the user is asked to give the name of 
the substance and, if this is correct, to 


give its symbol or formula. The routine 
is slightly different in Organic, where 
one is first asked to identify the class of 
compound (alcohol, aldehyde etc) 


and then to calculate the formula of a 
particular member of that group from 
a percentage composition given by the 
computer. After guessing the identity 
of tne substance, pressing the space- 
bar displays a "sco re card” showing the 
number of tests used, guesses taken 
etc. Pressing the space-bar again re- 
turns the program to the "test" page 
with a new substance selected. 

Pressing the Escape key produces an 
Escape Menu from which the user can 
finish, re-run the program or continue 
after being told the identity of the 
unknown substance. This provides a 
route through the program when the 
identity of the substance cannot be 
deduced. However, the version of 
Elements reviewed consistently re- 
fused to give the identity of the 
unknown element. 

Elements and Inorganic each offer 
three levels of difficulty, with the 
number of unknown substances in- 
creasing in stages. The division is, 
necessarily, somewhat arbitrary - is 
sodium really "easier" than potassium, 
or lithium “harder" to identify tiian 
plutonium? Indeed, the substances 
included and the clues given should be 
carefully re-examined: for example, 
the tests available would not allow the 


average 15 year-old to distinguish 

iluio- 


between radium, uranium and p 
mum and one might ask why these 
elements are included at ail. The 
deliberately ambiguous nature of the 
dues can be too misleading: some 
elements are labelled as “poisonous", 
but this label is not applied (tor 
example) to plutonium - the most 
poisonous of alii A further ambiguity 
arises in Inorganic: in the introduction 
the user is told (repeatedly) that the 
substance is a compound, yet many 
elements are included in the “un- 
known substances" actually presented 
by the program. 

The overall impression given by 
Chemical Analysis is that it could be a 
useful stimulus to revision - more so if 
some pf the less common substances 
were omitted - but that it would find 
less use as an aid to initial teaching. 
Chemical Structures seems rather less 
useful, although Bonding could also be 
used at the revision stage if the errors 
in the, chemistry were corrected.

The Computer Applications Project 
was developed from research into the 
facilities needs to teach commercial 
data processing-oriented topics in 
Computer Studies. The material is 
designed for CSE, O level, B/TEC or 
appreciation courses in upper secon- 
dary schools and Further Education 
colleges. 

The Teaching Pack contains a stu- 
dent book for each application, the 
demonstration program on disc, and a 
teacher’s guide. Pupil books are avail- 
able separately in packs of five. 

The applications covered arc: Air- 
line Reservations based on the British 
Airways system; Taking a Census 
based on the British 1981 Census; 
Personal Banking based on the Trus- 
tee Savings Bank; Supermarket Slock 
Control based on the Tesco system. 

The Teacher's Guide provides a 
helpful checklist of the detailed sylla- 
bus areas covered by each application. 

Each application has a sixteen or 
twenty page pupil book devoted large- 
ly to an explanation of the real system. 
There is also a glossary of terms, 
practical and theoretical exercises for 
the student, and relevant examination 
questions in each book. The level of 
reading in the main text would defeat 
many weak CSE candidates even 
though new terms arc highlighted and 
the glossaries are almost complete. 

The explanations for the Airline- 
Reservation system are clear, and the 
demonstration program is simple to 
use. The screen displays are well 
thought out for class demonstrations. 
It is a pity though that there is such a 
small number of flights to be booked 
and that the amount of data stored is 
also so limited. A flight with only eight 
seats remaining apparently has no 
passengers before the students book 
somel The data entered by the student 
was lost after the machine was switch- 
ed off, which will contradict the basic 
ideas of backing storage which chil-
